SUMMARY. 


SECTION  I.— GENERAL  AND  POLITICAL. 

Mr.  Rama  Row  0.  I.  b.,  having'  retired  from  the  office  of  Bewail,  His 
Highnesss  the  Malia  Rajah  was  pleased  to  confer  the  appointment  on  me  and  I 
assumed  charge  in  the  beginning  of  1008. 

Travaneore  had  several  illustrious  visitors  during  the  vear,  foremost  of  whom 
was  His  Excellency  the  Right  Honorable  Lord  Wenloek,  G.  C.  I.  E.,  Governor  of 
Madras.  Having  heard  that  His  Excellency  was  about  to  visit  the  Periar  works. 
His  Highness  the  Maha  Rajah  invited  His  Lordship  to  extend  the  tour  to  the 
capital,  an  invitation  which  was  cordially  accepted.  The  Programme  of  the  visit 
included  a  shooting  excursion  to  the  Peermade  Hills.  Lord  Wenloclc  spent  23 
days  in  Travaneore  and  was  everywhere  received  with  the  utmost  cordiality  and 
with  every  mark  of  respect  due  to  his  exalted  position.  His  Excellency  left 
Trevaodrmn  on  the  2nd  November  1892  and  travelled  to  Tinnevelly  by  the 
Ariencavoo  Ghat  road. 

His  Excellency  the  late  Sir  James  Dormer,  the  Commander-in-Chief,  came  to 
Travaneere  in  connection  with  the  inspection  of  the  British  Regiment  at  Quilon. 
Circumstances  prevented  him  from  visiting  the  capital. 

His  Highness  the  Rajah  of  Pudukota  also  visited  the'&ountry.  The  pro¬ 
gramme  of  his  tour  embraced  a  few  days’  shooting  at  Madathooray  and- :fs.  vicinity. 
His  Highness  stayed  at  the  capital  for  4  days. 

In  J innary  1893,  His  Highness  the  Maha  Rajah  paid  a  return  visit  to  His 
Excellency  the  Governor  at  Madras  going  and  returning  by  way  of  Tinnevelly. 

Later  in  the  year.  His  Highness  proceeded  on  a  visit  to  Courtallum,  Papa- 
nasam  and  Banatheertham,  leaving  the  capital  on  the  29tli  July  1893  and  return¬ 
ing  to  it  on  the  20th  August. 


SECTION  II.— ADMINISTRATION  OP  THE  LAND. 

The  demand  under  current  land  revenue  for  the  year  was  Rs.  21,93,692 
which  added  to  the  outstandings  under  old  arrears  made  up  the  total  demand  to 
Rs.  26,97,717-.  Out  of  this,  Rs.  2,33,512  were  remitted  on  account  of  waste  and 
withered  crops  and  Rs.  1,42,669  struck  off  the  accounts  as  irrecoverable.  The  net 
demand  amounted  to  Rs.  23,21,536  of  which  Rs.  19,24,602  were  recovered  during 
the  year.  The  unrecovered  balance  was  Rs.  3,96,934  or  12  per  cent  of  the  net 
demand.  The  laud  revenue  charges  for  the  year  amounted  to  Rs.  3,57,116  or 
Rs.  6,895  more  than  the  previous  year.  Deducting  the  charges  from  the  gross 
receipts,  there  was  a  net  revenue  of  Rs.  15,67,486  against  Rs.  16,61,930  in  1067. 
There  were  during  the  year  70,817  revenue  cases  for  disposal  of  which  31,971  or 
45  per  cent  were  disposed  of.  The  receipts  from  the  disposal  of  these  eases 
amounted  to  Rs.  42,448.  Of  Pokuvaravu  oases  there  were  37,328  for  disposal. 
19,591  jor  52  per  cent  were  disposed  of.

SECTION  IV.— PRODUCTION  AND  DISTRIBUTION 

l  on  the  whole,  the  season  was  unfavorable  to  agriculture 
indant  during  the  first  six  months  of  the  year,  but  defectr 
onths.  Of  the  9  gauging  stations  noted,  only  two,  P' 
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The  Industrial  Scliool  of  Arts  made  very  fair  progress  during  tile  year.  The 
apprentices  have  now  acquired  sufficient  skill  to  become  useful  workmen.  The 
machinery  for  pottery  work  was  approaching  completion.  The  sales  effected 
during  the  year  shew  a  considerable  improvement  as  compared  with  the  previous 
year. 

In  connection  with  the  Public  Lecture  Committee,  IS  lectures  were  delivered 
during  the  year,  9  being  in  English  and  I  in  Vernacular. 

On  Mr.  Hannyngton’s  retirement.  Col.  Brereton,  a  member  of  the  Museum 
and  Public  Gardens  Committee  accepted  the  office  of  President  and  M.  R.  Ry. 
Krishnaswamy  Row  Avl.,  the  vacant  membership.  The  expenditure  was  Rs, 
30,228-27-12.  Deducting  receipts,  viz.  Rs.  106-2-5  realised  from  fines,  sale  of 
produce,  &c.,  the  net  outlay  was  Rs.  30,122-25-7.  The  lake  in  the  gardens  was 
practically  completed.  The  lioness  in  the  Zoological  Department  gave  birtli  to  a 
cub  and  a  female  black  panther  was  purchased  from  Mysore.  A  col  lection  of  bird 
skins  sent  to  Europe  to  be  mounted  was  received  back  in  the  year  and  set  up  in 
the  Museum. 

The  report  on  the  purely  scientific  work  of  the  Observatory  for  1892  was  in 
the  course  of  preparation  in  the  year  under  report.  The  prolonged  continuance 
of  unsuitable  weather  for  day  observations  reduced  the  number  of  star  observa¬ 
tions  taken  in  the  year.  Time  signals  were  made  as  usual  to  the  Brigade  for 
the  firing  of  the  noonday  gun.  The  time  was  found  correct  only  25  times  in  the 
whole  year.  The  average  error  for  the  period  was  15  seconds. 

The  value  of  stock  in  the  Book  Depot  was  Rs.  02,236-5-12:  The  loss  in 
working  the  depot  was  Rs.  902  for  the  year.  Owing  to  the  annual  loss  sustained 
it  has  been  resolved  to  close  the  Depfit  and  open  a  small  one  in  the  College  under 
the  control  of  the  Principal. 

The  Book  Committee  translated  13  chapters  of  the  historical  romance 
“  Akbar  ”  and  revised  a  number  of  useful  works  translated  or  compiled  by  pri¬ 
vate  authors. 

The  number  of  Vernacular  Newspapers  and  Magazines  published  during  the 
year  was  10.  Of  these,  one  was  in  Tamil  and  the  rest  in  Malayalam.  The  1  Mala¬ 
ysia  Vinodini,’  has  the  largest  circulation,  viz.  900  copies.  It  is  noteworthy  that 
one  half  of  the  number  of  periodicals  are  religious  in  their  tone. 


SECTION  VIII.— MISCELLANEOUS. 

The  silver  used  in  the  coinage  amounted  altogether  to  tolas  24,754.  The 
issue  of  coins  from  the  Sircar  Mint  is  strictly  confined  ..to  the  abaolatc-requise-.^- 
ments  of  local  circulation.  The.  .working-  of  the  Mint  resulted  in  a  small  profit 
to  the  State. 

The  number  of  elephants  that  remained  at  the  beginning  of  1068  was  120  to 
which  33  were  added  by  capture  during  the  year.  Of  these,  20  died,  one  was 
presented  to  a  pagoda  and  13  were  sold  by  auction,  leaving  119  animals  at  the 
close  of  the  year.  The  revenue  derived  was  Rs.  26,-362-chs.  9-cash  0  and  the 
expenditure  Rs.  33,044-chs.  1-cash  11  against  Rs.  34,359-chs.  27-cash  7  in  1067. 

The  value  of  work  turned  out  of  the  Government  Press  was  Rs.  23,203-ehs. 
14-cash  5  and  the  total  cost  Rs.  13,839.  The  institution  worked  at  a  profit. 
5,094  r^ms  of  paper  were  utilized  in  printing. 
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The  number  of  subscribers  to  the  Gazette  increased  by  187  and  of  copies- 
officially  circulated,  by  8. 

The  value  of  the  stock  in  the  Stationery  Dep6t  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
amounted  to  Rs.  33, 459-chs.  11-c.  6,  that  of  purchases  during  the  year  was  Bs. 
33,787~chs.  3-c.  0  and  that  of  issues  Rs.  41,375-ch.  1-c.  10,  leaving  stock  valued 
at  Rs.  25,871-chs.  12-c.  8  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  expenditure  amounted  to- 
Rs.  23,786  including  cost  of  supplies  purchased. 

36  cases  were  examined  by  the  Chemical  Examiner  against  20  in  .1067.  17  re¬ 
lated  to  suspected  human  poisoning  and  18  to  supected  blood  stains.  Poison  was 
detected  iu  6  of  the  former — and  in  1  3  cases  of  the  latter,  evidence  of  Mammalian 
blood  was  discovered.  Under  the  head  “Miscellaneous”  only  one  case,  viz.  a 
sample  of  water,  came  up  for  analysis  the  result  of  which  disclosed  the  existence 
of  deleterious  matter.

excess  of  the  previous  year.  At  the  rate  of  7  paralis  to  an  acre,  this  is  equivalent 
to  5,77,555  acres  assessed  at  nearly  Rs.  14, 11, 840  or  Bs.  2  ohs.  12  and  cash  7  per 
acre  on  an  average.  This  rate  represents  the  net  revenue  to  (iDverninent  and 
not  the  gross  assessment.  The  net  assessment  on  garden  and  dry  areas  amounted 
to  Rs.  4,74,709  and  the  figure  under  “  miscellaneous  head  ”  of  land  revenue  was 
Rs.  3,07,143.  The  three  items  together,  Rs.  21,93,092  formed  the  total  demand 
for  the  year.  The  remissions  that  had  to  be  allowed  aggregated  Rs.  2,33,512 
against  Rs.  1,70,902  in  1067.  The  actual  demand  was  Rs.  19,00,1 80  against 
Rs.  20,50,538  in  1067.  The  heavier  remissions  of  the  year  were  caused  by  the 
failure  of  crops,  especially  in  South  Travancore,  owing  to  deficient  rainfall.  Out 
of  the  above  demand,  Rs.  18,97,572  were  recovered,  leaving  a  balance  of  R  s.  02,008. 
The  percentage  of  collection  to  demand  was  nearly  the  samo  as  in  10(17— a  satis¬ 
factory  result  considering  the  bad  harvest. 


The  following  statement  shows  the  domand,  collection  and  balance  in  each

14.  The  old  arrears  stood  at  Rs.  5,04,025  at  the  commencement  of  the  year. 
Of  tins  sum,  Rs.  27,030  were  collected  during  the  year  and  Rs.  1,42,669  struck  off 
the  accounts  on  account  of  waste  and  withered  crops.  The  balance  left  unrecovorod 
at  the  close  of  the  year  was  Rs.  3,34,326.

22.  The  Regulation  restricting-  the  unauthorised  occupation  of  Government 
lands  which  was  passed  in  1067  was  in  full  operation  in  tile  year  under  report, 
It  requires  all  prior  occupation  to  be  intimated  within  a  year  from  the  date  on 
which  it  came  into  force.  This  period  has  now  expired ;  and  from  the  compara¬ 
tively  smaller  number  of  cases  filed,  vis  20,840  which  is  less  than  the  previous 


23.  The  receipts  which  accrued  from  the  disposal  of  these  cases  are  shewn

28.  As  noticed  in  para  209  of  the  Report  for  1067,  the  work  under  the  old  system  <j 
of  Survey  having  been  completed  with  the  close  of  that  year,  the  operations  of  the  » 
Department  during  the  year  under  report  were  conducted  entirely  on  the  new 
system  and  embraced  the  taluqs  of  Mavelikaray,  Thiruvellah,  Chenganoor, 
Dathanapuram  and  Sliencottah,  all  in  the  Quilon  Division. 

2 if.  Boundary  demarcation  and  survey  were  completed  in  the  Chenganoor  and  B 
Bathanapuram  taluqs  while  in  the  Sliencottah  taluq,  which  was  taken  up  towards  t, 
the  close  of  the  year,  the  work  was  in  progress.  The  aggregate  out-turn  under 
each  process  was  357-27  square  miles  against  343-60  in  1067. 


good  progress  was  made  in  Pathanapuram,  although  it  was  commenced  only  in  the  ” 
last  quarter  of  the  year.  The  out-turn  was  310  92  square  miles  compared  with 
296-63  in  the  previous  year. 

31.  With  the  completion  of  work  under  the  old  system  in  1067,  topographical  i 
detailing  which  formed  a  distinct  process  under  that  system  was  also  completed —  d 
vide  para  213  of  the  Report  for  1067.  Under  the  new  system,  topographical 
detailing  is  combined  with  the  “  finishing  ”  process  and  will  therefore  cease  to  be 


32.  Correct  areas  for  Settlement  were  ready  for  12  villages  of  -Mavelikaray,  18  A™r0r 
of  Thiruvellah  and  6  of  Chenganoor,  the  out-turn  being  300-43  square  miles  against 
576-75  in  1067. 

33.  The  maps  of  4  villages  of  Neduvengad,  2  of  Kottarakaray,  5  of  Ambala-pu- 

lay  and  of  all  the  9  villages  of  the  Knnnattoor  taluq  comprising  340-67  square  miles  "*p'- 
were  sent  to  Madras  to  be  lithographed.  Of  the  maps  previously  sent,  those 
appertaining  to  7  villages  of  Vilavencode,  12  of  Neduvengad,  8  of  Kottarakaray 


CHAPTER 


The  taluqs  of  Mavelikaray  and  Thiruvellali  completed  during  the  .year  under 
review  cost  Rs.  280-25-7  and  Rs.  237-3-14  respectively  per  square  mile ;  but 
if,  from  these  figures,  the  cost  of  hired  labor  and  pay  of  village  accountants  sup¬ 
plying  information  from  Revenue  accounts,  and  which  in  British  India  are  not 
considered  legitimate  survey  charges,  be  excluded,  the  cost  will  he  reduced  to 
Rs.  220-24-10  per  square  mile  in  Mavelikaray  and  to  Rs.  170-15-1 1  in  Tlnm- 
vellah.  The  difference  in  cost  between  these  two  taluqs  is  due  to  Mavelikaray 
being  more  closely  cultivated  and  containing  minuter  holdings.  Mr.  Tomlinson 
adds  that  “  the  average  size  of  a  holding  in  Mavelikaray  is  72  of  an  acre,  in 
"  Tiruvtdlah  1*48  acres.  .Notwithstanding  the  difficult  nature  of  the  ground  in 
these  taluqs  for  survey  operations,  owing  on  the  one  hand  to  low  lying  lands 
almost  always  under  water  or  on  the  other  to  the  extremely  uneven  and  wooded 
character  of  lands  lying  higher  up,  the  cost  bears  testimony  both  to  the  efficient 
and  economical  direction  of  the  work.” 


44.  The  usual  statements  of  taluqs  completed  and  remaining  to  be  surveyed 
and  a  diagram  showing  the  progress  in  survey  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  under 
report  will  be  found  in  the  appendix. 


45.  During  the  prosecution  of  theodolite  survey,  the  original  boundaries  of  cer¬ 
tain  villages  were  altered  to  meet  the  convenience  of  the  Settlement  Department. 


46.  The  forecast  of  the  year  under  report  has  been  fully  realised  and  tho 
results  achieved  by  the  department  reflect  much  credit  on  the  Superintendent, 
Mr.  Tomlinson.

47.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  under  review,  Dewan  Peishcar  Mr.  V.  Nagan 
Aiya  b.  a.  was  put  in  charge  of  the  Settlement  Department. 

48.  An  additional  Assistant  was  provided  to  meet  the  increasing  requirement!

51.  There  were  3  non- surveyed  taluqs,  Mavelikaray,  Chenganoor  and  Thiru- 
vella,  where  certain  preliminary  operations  had  been  attended  to  by  the  Settle¬ 
ment  Department  in  view  to  clear  the  ground  for  regular  work.  But  gradually 
the  field  operatives  were  exclusively  occupied  with  the  arrears  of  Puthuval  and 
other  revenue  cases  outside  their  proper  sphere.  It  was  a  desultory  process  they 
had  to  follow  in  dealing  with  Puthuvals  and  it  could  not  be  tolerated  with  any 
regard  to  the  interests  of  the  Settlement  scheme.  The  arrangement  had  therefore 
to  be  discontinued,  the  employes  had  to  be  withdrawn  and  distributed  in  the 
taluqs  under  regular  operation  and  the  Department  to  be  confined  to  its  proper 

52.  Shirayankil.  Thus  the  actual  work  of  the  Department  during  the  year  lay 
in  the  12  taluqs  above  specified.  Of  these,  the  taluq  of  Shirayankil  was  completely 
worked  so  far  as  the  9  free-bold  villages  were  concerned  and  the  revised  rates 
were  introduced  in  the  year.  The  22  Government  villages  had  been  settled 
before,  as  noticed  in  the  previous  report. 

The  9  villages  belong,  7  to  Sreepndom  and  2  to  the  Kilimanoor  Chief.  The 
modus  operandi  was  precisely  on  the  same  lines  as  in  the  Government  villages, 
in  recognition  of  past  usage. 

53.  The  results  of  settlement  relating  to  the  9  villages  are  as  per  subjoined 


54.  The  following  particulars  will  show  that  the  puttahs  that  remained  to  be

67.  A  portion  of  the  work  involved  in  the  preliminary  process  still  remained 
to  be  done  in  these  two  taluqs. 


69.  The  averages  were  better  than  those  of  the  previous  year,  which  stood  at 
1-9  and  2-1.  But  it  has  to  be  noted  that  the  classifiers  were  during  a  consider¬ 
able  part  of  1067  occupied  exclusively  with  the  tabulation  of  assessment  figures. 

70.  Another  item  is  the  dividing  process  which  is  much  more  extensive  in 

nels  whioh,  owing  to  their  small  size,  have  been  surveyed  into  the  adjacent  areas 
of  wet  cultivation.  The  work  of  separately  measuring  and  registering  them 
devolves  on  the  classifiers,  as  a  process  necessary  for  determining  the  assessment 
on  the  individual  properties  concerned.  This  is  reported  to  have  been  attended 
to  though  no  figures  are  given  as  to  the  actual  out-turn.

73.  Tbe  preparation  of  ebittahs  and  rough  puttahs  and  the  institution  of  en¬ 
quiries  into  questions  of  assignment,  remissions,  water  rates  and  other  matters 
noticed  in  the  Proceedings  were  started  before  tbe  close  of  the  year. 

74.  Kartigapvdly  and  Neduvangad.  The  revision  of  assessment  in  Kartigapully 
and  Neduvangad  unlike  that  in  Thovalay  and  Agasteeswaram  is  expected  to  yield 
a  fair  addition  to  the  Ayacnt  revenue. 

75.  The  revised  rates  for  15  out  of  the  17  Government  villages  of  Kartiga¬ 
pully  were  sanctioned  in  the  year.  Those  for  the  remaining  two  received  sanction 
during  the  current  year.  There  is  one  village,  Trikunnapulay,  which  belongs  to 
the  Edapully  Chief.

79.  Quilon  and  KaranagapuUy.  Quilon  and  Karunagapully  stand  next  in  the 
order  of  progress. 

80.  The  disposal  of  Registration  cases  m  which  the  field  parties  were  engaged 
in  these  two  taluqs  is  detailed  below  : — 
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81.  The  preparation  of  the  Olugoo  forms  and  in  some  Tillages  the  enumeration 
of  taxable  trees  -were  also  in  progress. 

82.  The  Quilon  taluq  received  8  additional  classifiers  who  were  drawn  from 
the  non-surveyed  taluqs,  and  a  separate  Supervisor  was  provided  for  Karunaga- 

83.  Kalmlam.  Eramel  and  Vtlaveneode.  The  main  item  of  work  in  these  3 
taluqs  was  the  investigation  of  titles.

85.  Neyattinkamy.  This  taluq  is  the  first  brought  under  the  new  system 
of  Survey.'  The  field  work  undertaken  by  the  Settlement  Department  in  revision 
of  what  was  done  before  was  completed  in  the  year  under  report.

the  lack  of  funds  or  anything  in  that  connection  that  now  lies  in  the  way  of  more 
speedy  progress. 

90.  In  fairness  to  the  Department  it  should  be  stated  that  for  several  years 
the  field  operatives  in  most  of  the  taluqs  were  put  on  extraneous  work.  They 
were  simply  in  the  position  of  a  supplemental  staff  to  the  local  Revenue  Establish¬ 
ment,  clearing  the  arrears  of  business  that  have  been  accumulating  through  long- 
neglect.  The  compact  system  of  work  originally  intended  suffered  to  a  palpable 
degree.  A  huge  undertaking  like  this  cannot  of  course  brook  any  deflection. 

lOU.  It  cannot  be  too  strongly  urged,  with  regard  to  the  peculiar  conditions 
of  settlement  work  here,  that  the  scope  for  increasing  the  speed  by  enlarging  the 
staff  of  hands  and  raising  the  scale  of  expenditure  in  any  given  t  duq  is  very- 
limited.  "Where  a  taluq  requires  ordinarily  4  or  5  years  from  commencement  of 
field-work  to  final  Settlement  and  costs  say  50,000  Rs.  in  the  aggregate,  to  at¬ 
tempt  to  compress  the  operations  into  a  space  of  one  or  two  years  at  the  same  cost 
or  even  more  would  be  of  little  avail,  while  there  is  every  risk  of  the  additional 
expenditure  proviug  more  or  less  a  waste. 

101.  It  is  the  recordation  of  rights  or  the  process  of  determining  the  Putta- 
dars  that  forms  the  most  absorbing  item  of  business.  The  degree  of  accuracy 
attending  this  work  is  the  proper  measure  of  success  of  the  Settlement.  The 
field  numbers  of  a  village  run  serially — a  ryot,  may  have  fifty  numbers  situated 
here  and  there  all  of  which  have  to  be  dealt  with  together.  The  distribution  of 
work  is  necessarily  limited  by  the  condition  of  one  classifier  for  one  village.  To 
employ  several  hands  in  the  same  village  with  the  field  work  apportioned  among 
them  would  be  to  split  up  registration  cases,  to  multiply  enquiries,  causing  need¬ 
less  inconvenience  and  vexation  to  parties  and  to  create  conflict  and  confusion. 
Now  a  single  classifier  conducts  the  field  operation  of  a  whole  village.  As  he 
goes  over  the  ground,  he  notes  down  in  a  book,  according  to  prescribed  form,  the 
field  numbers  under  the  names  of  the  individuals  whose  properties  they  are  repre¬ 
sented  to  be.  When  the  field-to-field  inspection  is  over  he  lias  a  rough  Chittali 
ready  for  the  whole  series  of  numbers  to  be  brought  under  Puttalis.  Guided  by 
this  record,  he  summons  the  parties  to  attend  with  their  title-deeds  and  proceeds 
with  liis  enquiries.  The  village  Karnam  assists  him  with  information  from  the 
existing  accounts  as  regards  tenures,  the  rights  of  Government  involved  in  trans¬ 
fers  and  so  on.  The  task  is  a  trying  one  and  has  to  be  gone  through  with  care 
and  patience.  The  records  as  'they  are  closed,  are  sent  up  to  the  higher  officers 
competent  to  pass  final  orders,  on  the  basis  of  which  a  revised  register  is 
prepared. 

102.  With 'the  rough  Chittali  completed  in  the  course  of  field-work,  the  regis¬ 
tration  work  might  be  divided  to  save  time.  But  even  at  this  stage,  experience 
has  shewn  that  to  employ  any  number  of  hands  would  result  in  no  proportionate 
out-turn  compared  with  the  additional  cost.  The  village  accounts  as  they  are, 
cannot  be  split  up.  They  serve  as  a  common  reference.  Where  several  hands 
are  at  work  they  could  not  simultaneously  use  them.  They  must  do  so  by  turns 
and  this  causes  loss  of  time  and  tells  markedly  on  the  out-turn,  to  say  nothing  of 
the  inconvenient  detention  of  parties. 

108.  It  need  hardly  be  observed  that  the  Survey  work  stands  on  a  different 
footing.  The  whole  field  party  may,  if  necessary,  be  concentrated  on  a  single 
taluq,  each  Surveyor  dealing  with  a  few  holdings,  and  the  results  achieved  will 
be  quite  commensurate  with  the  outlay.  But  this  is  simply  out  of  the  question 
so  far  as  the  main  lines  of  the  Settlement  operations  are  concerned. 

104.  Some  idea  of  the  magnitude  of  the  Registration  work  in  Travancore  may 
b©  formed  from  the  fact  that  in  Sankaraninar  Coil,  a  taluq  of  the  Tinnevelly 
District,  the  Settlement  party  had  not  more  than  2,253  cases  to  deal  with  for 
transfer  of  Puttahs,  while  in  Trevandrum.  which  is  but  a  third  of  the  size  of  that 
taluq  there  were  not  less  than  41,000  cases  to  be  worked.  This  is  not  the  only

yfo\ nt  of  difference.  Tlie  complicated  tenures  and  rights  of  inheritance  present 
difficulties  of  their  own. 

105.  With  a  view  to  effect  a  thorough  revision  of  the  rent-rolls  through¬ 
out  the  State,  a  former  administration  undertook  the  organisation  of  a  special 
Department  costing  about  a  lac  of  Rupees  annually.  The  Department  had  soon 
to  be  discontinued  aa  the  undertaking  was  found  too  vast  to  be  coped  with 
successfully,  except  at  a  general  Revenue  Settlement.  It  is  this  item  of  business 
which  has  hopelessly  fallen  into  heavy  arrears  that  taxes  the  energies  of  the  Settle¬ 
ment'  Department  with  many  others  of  a  kindred  nature.  It  the  ground  had 
been  cleared  so  far  as  the  present  land-records  go,  the  Settlement  process  would 
he  by  far  simpler  and  easier  and  would  have  decidedly  made  greater  progress  at 
a  comparatively  small  cost. 

.  10<i.  But4 as  matters  now  stand,  the  whole  cost  and  delay  cannot  be  fairly  laid 
at  the  door  of  the  Settlement  Department.  Apart  from  this  view,  it.  is  not  too 
much  to  say  with  reference  to  the  financial  results  of  the  two  completed  taluqs, 
that  an  average  taluq  may  be  expected  to  yield  a  sufficient  return  to  boar  the 
entire  cost  of  its  Survey  and  Settlement. 

107.  I  may  unhesitatingly  add  that  the  substantial  success  of  this  important 
scheme  lies  in  Government  “judiciously  employing  its  resources  to  secure  a  steady 
and  compact  course  of  work,  and  to  afford  the  utmost  facility  for  oxpeditiousness 
combined  with  efficiency,  and  to  enlarge  the  sphere  of  operation  as  fast  as  the 
px’ogress  of  Survey  could  permit.  His  Highness’  Government  will  spare  no 
efforts  in  this  direction. 

108.  In  the  case  of  taluqs  to  he  hereafter  operated  upon,  some  tangible 
improvement  may  he  looked  for  as  regards  the  rate  of  speed,  if  the  arrangement: 
now  made  for  sifting  the  old  village  accounts  and  getting  up  the  abstracts  in 
advance  is  fully  carried  out ;  and  if  the  villages  are  reduced  in  size  so  as  to 
admit  of  more  field  operatives  being  put  in.  These  points  too  have  received  due 
attention. 

%  109.  In  the  revised  pension  rules  passed  during  the  year  provision  lias  been 
made  for  the  benefit  of  the  Survey  and  Settlement  employes  of  certain  grades — 
thus  relieving  the  two  Departments  from  the  long  suspense  they  have  been  under 
and  affording  a  fresh  incentive  for  good  work.

The  above  figures  should  not  be  taken  as  representing  the  regular  Police 
*force  who  do  duties  of  a  purely  police  nature ;  for  there  arc  125  men  employed 
as  Jail  guards  and  43  men  in  the  Office  establishment  of  the  Superintendent  and 
his  three  Assistants.  Deducting  these,  there  are  only  1,490  who  form  the  Police 
proper.  These  are  distributed  as  shown  below  : — 
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It  should  be  uoted  that  the  force  allotted  to  the  Trevandnun  Division 
includes  a  reserve  force  of  152  *  men  of  all  grades  held  at  Head  Quarters  for 

mostly  artisans  such  as  tailors,  book  binders,  carpenters,  sawyers  &e.  who  turn 
out  work  for  the  Department  which  would  otherwise  have  to  be  paid  for,  entailing 
greater  expenditure.  Mr.  Bensley  estimates  the  value  of  such  work  at  Rs.  2,812 
22  chs.  6  cash  while  their  salaries  amounted  to  Rs.  2,873. 

117.  The  proportion  of  Police  to  population  was  1  to  1531  and  to  area  1  to 
4-03  square  miles  against  1  to  1565  and  1  to  4‘1  square  miles  respectively  in  1067. 
In  the  Madras  Presidency,  the  proportion  of  Police  to  population  was  ]  to  1,717 
and  to  area  1  to  67  square  miles.

The  Madras  report  does  rot  give,  nor  does  it  deal  with,  the  total  number  of 
prosecutions  of  policemen.  So  no  comparison  could  be  instituted  in  this  respect. 
Criminal  prosecutions  of  policemen  are  incidental  to  the  nature  of  their  functions. 
Such  prosecutions,  whatever  their  final  results,  do  not  necessarily  imply  needless 
harassing.  On  the  contrary,  they  may  be  the  inevitable  consequence  of  the  prone¬ 
ness,  not  uncommon  among  individual  members  of  the  Police,  to  high-handed  pro¬ 
ceedings  and  to  abuse  of  power  which  cannot  be  too  closely  watched  and  carefully 
restrained.  The  prosecutions  openly  undertaken  must  in  themselves  have  a  whole-

162.  Inclusive  of  arrears  &c.,  the  number  of  cases  for  disposal  amounted  to 
18,312  affecting  44,049  persons,  against  17,445  eases  affecting  41,972  persons  in 
the  previous  year.  The  disposals  amounted  to  18,243  cases  aftectmg  43,870 
persons  as  compared  with  17,367  cases  affecting  41,745  persons  ill  1067,  and 
exhibit  an  increase  of  876  cases  and  2,125  persons  over  those  of  tlie  year  before 
and  are  in  excess  of  the  average  of  the  preceding  5  years  by  1,065  cases  and 
2,645  persons.

46'3  per 
cent  of  the  dacoities  are  said  to  have  been  committed  in  respoet  of  the  produce  of 
gardens  or  paddy  lands,  397  per  cent  in  dwelling  houses  and  14  per  cent  on  high¬ 
ways,  the  corresponding  figures  for  1067  being  46-4,  44'6  and  9.  In  3  of  the 
cases  charged  during  the  year  as  perpetrated  in  dwelling  houses,  the  value  of 
property  lost  exceeded  rupees  1,000.  In  the  previous  year  no  case  of  this  value 
was  returned.  The  three  cases  occurred  in  the  Pudmanabhapurum,  Quilon  and 
Alleppey  Districts— one  in  each.  Of  the  cases  charged,  20  affecting  147  persons 
were  committed  to  the  Sessions  courts,  and  in  7  affecting  28  persons  convictions 
were  secured  against  2  affecting  8  persons  in  the  previous  year.  The  High  Court

default.  6  orders  were  made  during  the  year  prohibiting  repetition  or  continuance 
of  nuisances  and  for  abatement  of  obstructions  against  2  m  the  year  before. 
Only  3  orders  were  made  in  regard  to  possession  with  a  view  to  prevent  breach 
of  the  peace  against  18,  and  the  number  of  orders  made  for  the  maintenance  of 
wires  and  children  amounted  to  6  against  10  in  the  year  before.  No  defendant, 
had  to  be  imprisoned  in  any  maintenance  case,  while  in  1007  one  had  to  be  so 
dealt,  with.

184.  695  appeals  affecting  1,298  persons  were  preferred  from  the  decisions  of 

the  subordinate  magistracy  against  672  appeals  affecting  1,297  persons  in  the 
previous  year.  693  appeals  affecting  1 ,300  persons  were  disposed  of,  leaving-  3 
appeals  with  7  persons  pending  at  the  end  of  the  year  against  one  appeal  affeet.iug 
9  persons  at  the  close  of  1067.  Two  of  these  were  in  Quilon  and  the  remaining 
one  in  Alleppey,  and  were  cases  filed  just  a  few-  days  before  the  close  of  the  year. 


185.  A  comparative  statement  of  the  general  result  of  the  disposal  of  appeals 
1067  and  1068  is  given  below  : — 
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The  result  of  the  appeals  preferred  was  much  the  same  in  both  years.

187.  The  average  pendency  of  appeals 
was  22  days  against  10  in  1067.  A 
comparative  statement  of  the  duration  in 
individual  courts  is  given  in  the  margin. 
The  Pudmanabhapuram  Court  disposed  of 
its  cases  in  the  shortest  time.  It  is  the 
extraordinary  delay  in  the  courts  at 
Alleppey  anil  Cottayam  that  has  swelled 
the  average  duration  for  the  year. 

188.  The  Pudmanabhapuram  District  Magistrate  disposed  of  the  largest 
number  of  appeals,  viz.,  200  affecting  880  persons.  The  District  Magistrates  of 
Qnilou  and  Cottayam  stand  next  in  order  with  a  disposal  of  18:3  and  180  appeals. 
Of  the  District  Magistrates  who  are  also  Division  Peislicars,  the  Magistrate  of 
Trevandrum  had  the  lightest  appellate  work,  his  disposals  amounting  to  only  01 
appeals.  The  number  disposed  of  by  the  Alleppey  District  Magistrate  was 
smaller  still,  being  only  35. 

189.  The  number  of  applications  under  section  295  of  the  old  and  326  of  the 
new  Code  of  Criminal  Procedure,  received  by  the  District  Magistrates,  was  127. 
Of  this  number  all  but  2  were  disposed  of  and  these  were  pending  before  the  Tre¬ 
vandrum  District  Magistrate.  The  average  duration  of  these  applications  was  25 
days  against  34  days  in  1067. 


190.  The  miscellaneous  work  done  in  the  several  District  Magistrates’  Courts 
is  shown  in  the  following  statement : — 
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The  Magistrate  of  Quilon  disposed  of  the  largest  number  of  revision  and 
miscellaneous  petitions  and  that  of  Cottayam  the  largest  number  of  Calendars. 


191.  The  fines  imposed  by  the  Magistracy  amounted  to  Bs.  42,420  against 
Ks.  43,231  in  1067.  Inclusive  of  the  amount  pending  recovery  at  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  the  year,  the  total  sum  to  be  realised  aggregated  1,23,867  Rs.  agaigst 
1,24,513  Rs.  in  the  previous  year.  Of  these  27,982  Rs.  were  recovered  as 
compared  with  26,332  Rs.  in  the  year  before.  Exclusive  of  the  amount  remitted 
on  appeal  or  revision  before  recovery  and  that  struck  ouf  as  irrecoverable,  77,063 
Rs.  remained  to  be  recovered  at  the  close  of  1068  against  81,446  at  the  end  of 
1067.  The  fines  realised  formed  66  per  cent  of  the  amount  imposed  during  the 
year  and  22’6  per  cent  of  the  total  amount  for  recovery,  the  percentages  for  1067 
being  60-9  and  21- 1 .  Deducting  the  amount  ordered  to  be  refunded  to  parties 
after  recovery  or  on  the  sentence  being  altered  or  annulled  by  the  courts  on  appeal 
or  revision,  the  net  revenue  to  Government  by  way  of  magisterial  fines  amounted

mining  three  cases  were  filed  only  during  the  last  week  of  the  year. 


The  conviction  and  sentence  or  order  of  the  bessions  courts  was  reversed 
only  in  the  case  of  11-2  per  cent  of  the  persons  involved  in  the  appeals  decided, 
'  against  26'4  per  cent  in  1067.  In  41'8  per  oent  of  the  persons  involved,  the  sen- 
tences  were  modified  against  27*8  in  the  year  before.  In  the  remaining  47  per 
cent  the  decisions  were  not  interfered  with,  against  45'8  per  cent  m  1067.  The 
above  figures  speak  well  of  the  work  done  by  the  Sessions  Judges,  except  as 
regards  sentences  modified. 


242.  The  value  of  the  claims  involved  in  the  suits  instituted  during  the  year 
amounted  to  Rs.  29,65,099  against  Rs.  20,54,243,  and  the  value  of  an  original 
suit  averaged  9970  Rs.  against  90-45  Rs.  in  the  previous  year.  The  increase  in 
the  litigation  of  the  year  was  exclusively  in  cases  of  less  than  a  thousand  Rupees 
in  value  and  was  distributed  over  all  the  usual  groups  of  values.  Suits  of 
above  1,000  Rs.  amounted  to  241  against  240  in  1067.  Excluding  two  suits 
not  admitting  of  valuation  filed  during  the  year,  29,002  suits  or  97'53  per  cent 
were  of  the  value  of  Rs.  500  and  below,  494  or  T66  per  cent  between  Rs.  500 
and  1,000  and  241  or  '81  per  cent  above  Rs.  1,000,  the  corresponding  percentages 
for  1067  being  97-55,  1'58  and  -87  per  cent. 

243.  Small  causes  (suits  for  money,  grain  or  other  personal  property  of  the 
value  of  Rs.  30  and  below)  amounted  to  12,740  against  12,101  in  the  year 
previous,  and  formed  only  42'84  per  cent  of  the  entire  original  litigation  against 
43-97  in  1067. 

244.  The  increase  in  the  original  litigation  appears  to  have  been  shared 
by  all  the  Districts  except  Nagercoil.  The  largest  increase  (1,052  suits) 

was  in  the  Trevandrum  District,  while  Quilon,  Alleppey 

- ,  and  Parur  come  in  order  with  an  increase  of  839,  2a0 

and  162  suits  respectively.  The  marginal  statement 
27-os  shows  the  proportion  contributed  by  the  several  Districts 
|  to  the  total  institutions  of  the  year.  Though  in  this

_ 1  Trevandrum  and  Quilon  show7  a  somewhat  higher 

percentage  of  institutions  and  the  rest  a  small  decline. 
In  respect  of  small  causes,  Quilon  showed  a  slight  increase  and  the  other  Districts 
a  corresponding  falling  off.  Turning  to  individual  courts,  it  is  found  that 
ill  respect  of  original  suits,  Alleppey  came  first  and  Nagercoil  last.  Among  the 
Munsiffs’  courts,  Neyattinkaray  and  Quilon  had  the  largest  increase  (478  and  445 
suits),  and  Nagercoil  the  largest  decline  (151  suits).  The  Quilon  Munsiffs  court 
had  as  usual  the  heaviest  file  during  the  year  with  3,268  suits  and  this  is  the  first 
year  in  which  the  institutions  in  a  Munsiff’s  court  have  exceeded  3,000  suits. 

With  a  view  to  equalise  work  as  far  as  practicable,  the  High  Court  have  in  view 

the  readjustment  of  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  the  several  Munsiffs’  courts  in 
the  State.  Quilon  had  the  largest  and  Vyoome  the  smallest  percentage  of  small 
cause  litigation  in  the  year.  More  than  50  per  cent  of  the  institutions  in  the  Tre- 
vandrum  (old),  Shirayankil  and  Nagercoil  courts  were,  as  in  1067,  small  causes. 

245.  Of  the  ordinary  suits  instituted,  6,006  or  35-33  per  cent  related  to  real 
property  against  5,513  or  3575  per  cent  in  the  preceding  year.  The  Quilon 
District  court  had  the  largest  percentage  of  this  class  of  suits  and  Nagercoil,  as 
in  last  year,  the  smallest.  Among  the  Munsiffs’  courts,  Neyattinkary  had  the 
largest  and  Alleppey  the  smallest  percentage  of  such  suits  in  both  years. 

246.  In  respect  of  the  value  of  suits,  the  Alleppey  District  court,  as  usual, 
occupies  the  first  place  with  an  average  of  Rs.  1584-35  against  1144-81  Rs.  m  1067 
and  Parur  the  lowest  place,  a  position  held  last  year  by  the  Trevandrum  court. 
Among  the  Munsiffs’  courts,  Vycome  had  the  highest  and  Trevandrum  (old)  the 
lowest  average  value. 


Suita  for  redemption  or  enforcement  of  mortgages  and  suits  for  ejectment 
formed  as  usual  the  bulk  of  the  litigation  in  respect  of  real  property.  There  was 
a  small  decrease  of  57  such  suits  and  a  large  increase  of  167  in  those  for  declara¬ 
tion  of  title  to  immovable  property.  Only  62'6  per  cent  of  tlie  personal  suits  were 
based  on  written  contracts  against  64  per  cent  in  1067.  In  both  years  19  per 
cent  of  the  small  cause  litigation  were  based  oil  oral  contracts. 

248.  34,041  persons  as  plaintiffs  and  45,693  persons  as  defendants  or  in  all 
79,734  persons  were  involved  in  original  litigation,  against  31,815,  40,243  and 
72,058  persons  respectively  in  the  year  previous.  The  increase  is  explained  by 
the  larger  institutions  of  the  year.  The  following  statement  classifies  the  persons 
according  to  creed  and  sex : —

255.  Inclusive  of  arrears  &c.  the  number  for  disposal  was  33,221  suits,  of  which 
19,986  were  regular  and  13,238  small  causes  against  31,000,  18,401  and  12,539 
respectively  in  1067.  The  work  that  came  before  the  Munsiffs  increased  by  2,224 
suits  or  7-24  per  cent.  As  compared  with  the  preceding  5  years,  the  work  of  the 
year  was  the  highest  and  showed  an  increase  of  3,082  suits  or  10-22  per  cent  over 
the  average  work  of  those  years.  The  disposals  amounted  to  16,145  regular  suits 
and  12,870  small  causes  or  a  total  of  29,015  suits,  against  15,193,  12,220  and 
27,113  respectively  in  1067  and  showed  an  increase  of  5’84  per  cent  as  compared 
with  that  year.  The  number  disposed  of  exceeded  the  institutions  of  the  year, 
but  formed  only  87-33  per  cent  of  the  total  number  for  disposal  against  88*43  per 
cent  in  1067.  The  disposals  were  the  largest  when  compared  with  the  last  five 
years,  and  showed  an  increase  of  2,681  suits  or  10'18  per  cent  over  the  average 
disposal  in  that  period.  Each  Munsiff  disposed  of,  on  an  average,  897  regular 
and  715  small  cause  suits  against  844  and  679,  showing  an  increase  of  5-84  per 
cent. 

256.  36-70  per  cent  of  the  regular  suits  and  19'88  per  cent  of  the  small  causes 
disposed  of  were  contested  against  37-8  and  20-6  per  cent  in  1067.  Judgments 
were  given  for  plaintiffs  in  69-94  per  cent  of  the  contested  cases  disposed  of 
against  67'92  per  cent  in  the  previous  year.  The  disposal  of  contested  oases  by  a 
Munsiff  averaged  329  regular  suits  and  142  small  causes,  against  319  and  140 
respectively  in  the  year  preceding. 

257.  5,047  or  31-26  per  cent  of  the  regular  suits  related  to  real  property 
against  5,169  or  34*02  per  cent  in  1067.

Transfer  of  decrees  for  execution  to  other 
courts  was  granted  on  636  applications  in  regular  suits  and  410  in  small  causes 
and  14,933  and  6,522  applications  were  wholly  infructuous.

in  regular  suits  and  575  in  small  causes  were  in  actual  process  of  execution  at  the 
close  ot  the  year.  33  of  the  applications  were  of  more  than  six  months’  standing 
and  135  of  more  than  three  but  less  than  six  months  against  20  and  114  in  1067. 

264.  The  proportion  of  infructuous  applications  to  the  total  is  61  per  cent  in 
regular  suits  and  65  per  cent  in  small  causes. 

265.  It  would  be  interesting  to  know  how  many  decrees  remain  unexecuted  in 
all  the  Munsiffs’  courts  and  from  what  period  of  time.  The  attention  of  the  High 
Court  will  lie  invited  iu  mew  to  the  necessary  statistical  information  being- 
furnished  on  this  head  in  future.

286.  The  subjoined  statement  shows  the  nature  of  the  work  done  bv  the  Zilhh 
Judges  individually  during  the  year  : — 


Messrs,  rudinanabha  Iyer  and  Bamalmyom  Iyer  disposed  of  the  largest  number 
of  original  suits,  viz.  161  each.  Messrs.  Jaganatha  Bow  and  Pudmanabha  lver 
take  the  lead  in  respect  of  appeals.  The  disposals  of  both  oncmals  and  appeal 
suits  by  Messrs.  Pudmanabha  Iyer  and  Ramalingom  Iyer  exceeded  by  far  the 
minimum  work  prescribed.  Mr.  Neelaeunda  Pillar’s  disposal  of  regular  appeals 
was  ill  excess  of  the  minimum  work,  though  his  original  work  fell  short  of  it. 
Even  after  making  due  allowance  for  Mr.  Krishna  Pillar's  absence  on  leave  during 
a  portion  of  the  year,  his  appellate  work  was  short  and  his  original  work  very 
sbortof  the  minimum.  559  original  suits  and  1,771  regularappealswereappealable 
■  against  617  and  1 ,660  in  1067.  Of  these,  58-14  per  cent  of  the  original  decisions 
and  28-97  per  cent  of  flic  appeals  were  appealed  against  as  compared  with  49-92 
and  30-73  per  cent  respectively  in  tile  previous  year.  The  High  Court  observe 
in  this  connection  “  that  the  large  increase  in  tile  average  value  of  suits  instituted 
“  during  the  year,  the  disposal  of  a  large  number  of  hotly  contested  suits  of  several 
“years’  standing,  the  fact  that  several  contested  cases  disposed  of  about  the  close 
“of  1067  were  appealed  against  only  at  the  commencement  of  1068  and  the 
“  provisions  in  section  512  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  which  allows  appeals  also 
“  from  Pjvparte  decrees,  partly  account  for  the  increase  in  the  ratio  of  original 
“  decisions  appealed  against.  ’’  Leaving  out  of  account  those  who  acted  as  Zillali 
Judges  during  portions  of  the  year,  we  find  that  the  smallest  percentage  of 
appeals  preferred  was  from  the  original  and  appeal  decisions  of  Mr.  Padmanablia 
Iyer,  being  37'00  and  16-46  per  cent  respectively.  Mr.  Neelaeunda  Pillay  stands 
next  in  respect  of  original  decisions  and  Mr.  Ramalingom  Iyer  in  respect  of 
appeal  decisions.  The  largest  percentage  of  original  and  appeal  decisions 
appealed  against  were  from  those  passed  by  Mr.  Krishna  Pillay. 

287.  Turning  to  the  quality  of  work  done  by  the  Zillali  Judges  as  tested  by 
the  results  in  appeals  disposed  of  by  the  High  Court  on  the  ments  during  the 
year  Mr  Neelaeunda  Pillay  takes  the  lead  followed  closely  by  Mr.  Padmanablia- 
lyer’in  respect  of  original  decisions.  Mr.  Ramachandra  Row  has  the  smallest 
ratio  of  his  original  decrees  confirmed  and  Mr.  Jaganatha  Row  the  largest  ratio  of 
decrees  reversed  in  appeal,  being  44-16  and  29-78  per  _  cent  respectively.  As

306.  With  arrears,  there  were  for  disposal  630  such  petitions  against  557  in 
1067.  The  number  pending  when  the  year  closed  was  12  against  one  more  than 
that  number  in  tbe  previous  year. 

307.  30  applications  for  transfer  of  cases  were  disposed  of  by  the  High  Court 
against  26  in  1067. 

308.  6  references  under  sections  42  and  -15  of  the  Stamp  Regulation  were 
made  and  all  but  one  received  a  few  days  before  the  close  of  the  year  wore  dis¬ 
posed  of.  No  such  references  were  made  in  1067. 

309.  The  new  High  Court  Regulation  (I  of  1067)  provides  for  no  second 
appeal  to  the  Judicial  Committee  from  the  decrees  of  the  High  Court.  The  court 
had  therefore  no  work  to  do  under  this  head  except  disposing  of  the  two  appeals 
brought  forward  from  1067  in  both  of  which  the  decrees  were  confirmed.  No 
such  appeals  are  now  pending  disposal. 


310.  The  subjoined  table  exhibits  in  one  view  the  civil  work  done  in  the  High

The  subjoined  statement  gives  the  number  that  visited  each  port. 


Colachel,  Quilon,  Trevandrum,  Anjengo  and  Monambom  or  Palliport  re¬ 
ceived  more  frequent  calls  than  in  the  previous  year,  and  though  Alleppey  shows 
a  smaller  number  of  vessels,  the  total  tonnage  was  3,26,169  against  2,99,386  in 
1067.  The  increase  is  chiefly  in  steam-ships  whose  burthen  in  the  aggregate 
was  3,04,320  against  2,74,477  in  the  year  before.  Two  American  ships  and  one 
Danish  barque  also  called  at  this. port. 

341.  The  Port  dues  collected  at  Alleppey  amounted  to  Rs.  10,485  against  r» 
Rs.  9,195  in  1067  showing  an  increase  of  1,290  Rs. 

342.  The  expenditure  on  this  head  was  Rs.  2,730-1-8  against  Rs.  2,492-10-0  j.i 
in  1067. 


The  decline  in  the  receipts  was  due  to  the  fact  that  owing  to  the  recession  of 
the  sea,  or  shifting  of  the  mud  bank,  an  extension  of  the  pier  was  called  for  and  till 
this  was  completed  for  traffic,  the  pier  could  not  be  used.  The  tramway  which  car¬ 
ries  goods  to  the  pier  suffered  similarly  of  course.  The  extension  was  nearly  com¬ 
pleted  when  the  year  closed.  It  was  undertaken  on  contract  by  Messrs.  Peirce 
Leslie  &  Co.  who  constructed  the  original  pier  at  Alleppey  much  on  the  same  plan 
as  the  one  built  at  Calicut  by  the  same  firm. 

The  Acting  Commercial  Agent  writes—"  It  is  needless  to  say  that  the  benefit 
“to  the  merchants  is  enormous.  Two  platforms  have  been  run  out  from  the  pier. 
“  These  have  been  found  to  be  of  the  greatest  use  to  the  merchants.”  Two  cranes 
and  a  turntable  were  also  added  to  the  Dier.  The  accommodation  for  cargo  was 
considerably  increased.  The  cost  of  the  construction  and  other  details  will  be 
found  under  the  head  ‘  Public  Works.  ’  The  old  pier  required  very  extensive 
repairs.  The  sanction  given  for  this  work  belongs  to  the  current  year.

CHAPTER  IT. 


PRODUCTION  AND  DISTRIBUTION. 


SEASON  AND  RAINFALL.  (1892-93). 

341.  The  season  was  on  the  whole  unfavorable  for  agricultural  purposes. 
The  rainfall  was  generally  abundant  during  the  first  half  and  scanty  during  the 
second  half  of  the  year.  In  Auvany  and  Puratasy,  it  was  more  or  less  normal 
everywhere  except  in  the  taluqs  of  the  Southern  Division.  In  Alpasi,  some  of  the 
stations  received  an  abundant  supply  of  rain,  chiefly  owing  to  a  cyclonic  storm, 

down  the8' Malabar  Coast.  hn  Kartfgay,  the  fall  was  almost  normal.  There  was 
a  slight  excess  in  Trevandrum  and  a  slight  deficiency  in  the  southern  taluqs. 


362.  Cardamom  and  other  goods  taken  together  fetched  during  the  year  Total  nmfeh. 
Rs.  1,57,237  against  Its.  2,53"017  in  the  preceding  year.  This  m  less  by 
Rs.  95,780  owing  to  the  exceptionally  bad  crop  of  cardamom. 


The  net  revenue  on  this  maior  head  was  only  Rs.  51,133  against  Rs.  63,81 
previous  year.  Substantially  the  fall  in  this  item  of  revenue  was  on 
,740,  compared' with  the  previous  year. 


369.  The  subjoined  statement  shows  the  proportions  of  the  whole  external 
trade  carried  by  sea,  backwater  and  land  : — 


Exports. 


43  per  cert  of  the  entire  trade  was  by  sea.  38  bv  backwater  and  19  by  land 
against  44,  36  and  30  per  cent  respectively  in  me  year  previous.  The  value  of 
the  exports  show  a  falling  off  of  Rs.  3,21,327,  but  this  decline  has  been  much 
more  than  counterbalanced  by  the  larger  import  trade,  which  increased  by  Rupees 
16,83,707,  giving  the  net  result  in  favour  of  the  year  noted  in  para  369. 

370.  The  following  statement  shows  separately  the  percentage  of  the  exports  gw*. >„i 
and  imports  to  the  total  of  each  carrie  i  by  the  several  routes,  as  compared  with 


1067  : — 


There  lias  been  a  considerable  falling  off  in  tlie  trade  in  copra  or  dry  cocoa- 
nuts,  but  this  is  accounted  for  to  a  great  extent  by  the  larger  export  of  cocoanut 
oil,  into  which,  no  doubt,  a  large  portion  of  the  copra  has  been  locally  converted. 
Coir  has  declined  6  per  cent  and  coir-fibre  nearly  the  same.  There  is  a  greater 
falling  off  in  arecanuts,  the  trade  in  which  was  less  than  that  of  the  previous  year 
by  19  per  cent.  The  other  items  which  have  declined  to  any  appreciable  extent 
are  coffee,  34’8  per  cent,  tamarind,  3-5  and  cardamoms  4'8.  Coffee  cultivation  is 
fast  giving  place  to  tea.  The  cardamom  crop  of  the  year  having  been  consider¬ 
ably  smaller  than  that  of  1067,  the  export  of  this  spice  should  liavo  shown  a 
greater  fall,  but  probably  some  of  the  last  year’s  produce  was  held  in  reserve  to 
be  disposed  of  in  the  year  under  report.  The  deoline  in  tea  is  inappreciable. 

Of  the  commodities  which  have  found  an  improved  market  are  dry  ginger 
which  has  risen  61  per  cent,  pepper  52  per  cent  and  jaggery  38  per  cent,  salt  fish 
18  per  cent  and  eocoanuts  7  per  cent. 

372.  The  destination  and  extent  of  the  trade  in  copra,  cocoanut  oil  and  pepper 
are  shown  below  : —

THE  PUBLIC  WORKS  DEPARTMENT.  (1892-93.) 

viz! /  the  Chief0  Bngmeei?Uand°  the  Maramut  Departments  amounted,  dunng  the 
year,  to  Rs.  15,05,578  and  exceeded  that  of  the  previous  year  by  Es.  07,004. 
Nearly  three-fourths  of  this  outlay  or  Es.  10,99,241  was  spent  by  the  Chief 
Engineer’s  Department  and  the  remaining  Es.  4,06,837  by  the  Maramut. 

376.  This  expenditure  gives  a  percentage  of  17-88  on  the  total  revenue  of  the 
vear  against  16-74  in  the  year  1067. 

377.  The  Chief  Engineers  Department.  In  March  1893,  the  Chief  Engineer, 
Mr.  A.  H.  Jacob,  left  for  Europe  on  furlough  and  Mr.  S.  Horsley,  1st  Executive 
Engineer,  was  appointed  Acting  Chief  Engineer.  This  officer,  however,  was 
soon  compelled  by  ill-health  to  retire  from  the  service  and  in  July  1893  proceeded 
to  Europe  on  a  short  leave  previous  to  retirement.  Through  the  kind  interven¬ 
tion  of  the  British  Resident,  the  .services  of  Mr.  G.  T.  Walch,  lately  Chief 
Engineer  and  Secretary  to  the  Madras  Government,  in  the  Irrigation  Department, 
were  engaged  and  he  assumed  charge  of  the  Department  as  Acting  Chief  Engineer 
on  the  17th  July  1893. 

378.  The  Budget  grant  sanctioned  was  Rs.  11,50,000  or  about  half  a  lac  of 
rupees  more  than  the  grant  for  the  previous  year.  The  amount  drawn  out  of  this 
grant  was  Rs.  11,33,773  of  which  Rs.  10,99,241  were  actually  expended,  leaving 
Rs.  34,532  as  outstanding  advauces  and  balance  of  stock  purchased  but  not  charged 
to  works  during  the  year.  Including  the  above  sum  of  Rs.  34,532,  the  percentage 
of  unexpended  balance  out  of  the  grant  was  4*41.  This  compares  very  favorably 
with  the  previous  year  in  which  the  percentage  of  such  balance  was  5'23  out  of 
a  grant  of  Rs.  11,00,607. 


379.  The  following  is  a  comparative  statement  of  the  Budget  grant  and  the 
expenditure  during  the  27  years  commencing  from  1042  M.  E  : — 


380.  The  expenditure  of  Es.  10,99,241  was  distributed  over  the  usual  main 
heads  of  ‘Communications,’  ‘Buildings’  &e.  according  to  the  following  table  as 
compared  with  1067  : —

383.  The  outlay  under  each  of  the  main  heads  will  now  be  briefly  reviewed.

385.  Repairs.  Out  of  the  sum  of  Es.  2,96,290  spent  on  repairs  to  communica¬ 
tions,  Es.

406.  In  the  Northern  Division,  the  outlay  was  confined  principally  to  works 
connected  with  the  reclamation  schemes,  the  most  expensive  of  which  are  those 
of  Parur  and  Kaipulay. 

The  original  estimates  for  these  two  works  were  89,246  Ks.  and  71,600  Rs. 
respectively.  The  estimate  for  the  Parur  scheme  has  been  considerably  exceed¬ 
ed,  the  actual  cost  incurred  up  to  the  year  under  report  being  nearly  1,05,000  Rs. 
This  scheme,  which  was  expected  to  be  highly  useful  and  reproductive,  has 
unfortunately  been  causing  serious  misgivings  and  anxiety.  The  costly  bund 
was  fairly  completed  long  ago  and  its  up-keep  adds  to  the  cost  every  year.  But 
up  to  date,  nothing  in  the  shape  of  a  return  has  been  secured. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  I  made  an  inspection  of  the  locality  in  company 
with  the  then  Acting  Chief  Engineer  Mr.  Horsley  and  the  Dewan  Peishcar  of  the 
Division.  The  time  of  my  visit  was  the  close  of  the  hot  weather.  The  tract 
within  the  bund  was  mostly  under  water  which  stood  at  varying  depths,  the 
maximum-being  9  ft.  at  low  tide.  The  object  of  the  bund  was  to  keep  out  the 
salt  water  for  purposes  of  cultivation.  This  has  been  found  simply  impracticable. 
The  drawbacks  represented  by  the  ryots  in  other  respects  too  were  of  no  light 
character.  Various  suggestions  were  made  to  make  the  best  of  the  scheme.  But 
no  satisfactory  conclusion  could  be  come  to  at  the  time.  It  was  subsequently 
resolved  to  have  a  regular  survey  of  the  whole  area  occupied  and  unoccupied 
comprised  within  the  bund,  as  no  reliable  data  were  available  as  to  the  extent  of 
private  holdings  and  the  quantity  of  land  at  the  disposal  of  Government.  The 
steps  taken  in  this  direction  belong  to  the  current  year. 

The  Kaipulay  works  too  were  inspected  by  me  with  regard  to  the  complaints  of 
the  ryots  concerned.  One  bund  in  the  course  of  erection  across  the  Vadayar  river 
was  found  to  interfere  injuriously  with  the  vested  interests  of  the  neighbouring 
properties  and  its  removal  had  at  once  to  be  ordered,  in  consultation  with  Mr. 
Horsley  and  the  Division  Peishcar.  Other  points  connected  with  the  scheme 
calling  for  adjustment  were  referred  to  the  Acting  Chief  Engineer  for  careful 
investigation  and  detailed  report.

431.  As  usual,  Rs.  15,000  were  set  apart  for  irrigation  works  in  the  Shencottah 
taluq,  and  out  of  this,  Bs.  10,645  were  expended  on  63  works,  mostly  restoration 
of  tanks.  In  this  taluq,  the  practice  has  been  to  recover  one-half  the  cost  of  such 
expenditure  from  the  ryots  interested.  For  the  improvement  of  tanks  and  other 


works  calculated  to  serve  agricultural  purposes  in  localities  where  no  regular 
system  of  artificial,  irrigation  exists,  a  sum  of  Rs.  30,000  was  allotted  in  the  year 
as  usual.  The  utilization  of  this  amount  is  governed  by  certain  rules  enacted  for 
the  purpose,  oy  which  the  money  spent  is  recoverable  rateably  from  the  ryots 
concerned  though  under  certain  exceptional  conditions  a  portion  not  exceeding 
one-lialf  is  remitted.  In  no  year  were  the  funds  availed  of  to  any  large  extent 
nor  has  the  expenditure  of  past  years  been  fully  recovered.  The  unsatisfactory 
result  is  traceable  chiefly  to  the  defectiveness  of  the  rules  which  it  is  the  intention 
of  Government  to  supersede  by  provisions  in  the  Irrigation  Bill  expected  to  be 
soon  introduced  into  the  .Legislative  Council.  In  the  year  under  review,  the 
amount  spent  out  of  the  allotment  of  Rs.  30,000  was  only'Rs.  4,471. 

432.  Miscellaneous  ivories.  Under  this  head,  Rs.  9,844  were  spent  on  the  usual 
maintenance  of  the  various  salt  pans  and  the  construction  of  sheds  for  storing 
purposes.  Under  “  sundry  works  ”  fall  the  repairing  and  sinking  of  wells  and 
tanks  for  public  use  and  several  other  works  mostly  of  a  petty  nature.  Among1 
the  tanks  improved  may  be  mentioned  the  Sreevaraham  tank,  the  Palcolangaray 
tank  and  the  Vanjiyur  tank,  all  in  the  town  of  Trevaudrum,  which  cost  Rs.  9G2, 
Rs.  2,879  and  Rs.  901  respectively.  All  these  tanks  arc  largely  resorted  to  by  the

Notwithstanding  this  surplus  and  the  steady  improvement  in  the  quality  of 
home-made  salt,  Government  had  to  indent  for  Bombay  salt  to  satisfy  the  require¬ 
ments  of  North  Travancore,  where  the  former  salt  finds  no  favor  at  all. 


448.  During'  the  year  under  review,  an  attempt  was  made  to  introduce  country 
salt  into  the  Northern  taluqs.  A  special  supply  was  ordered  for  Quilon  and  samples 
were  sent  to  AUeppey  in  view'  to  their  being  presented  for  sale.  But  tlie  result 
was  disappointing.  The  sales  fell  ok  notably  in  the  bankshalls  supplied  with 
country  salt,  while  there  was  an  abnormal  pressure  on  those  dealing-  in  foreign 
salt.  Tho  selling  price  of  country  salt  is  somewhat  lower  than  that  of  foreign 
and  yet  the  predilection  is  decidedly  in  favor  of  the  latter.  One  reason  assigned 
and  generally  believed  in,  is  that  this  salt  is  more  savoury  and  wholesome.  But 
a  more  tangible  reason  is  that  Bombay  salt  weight  for  weight  with  country  salt 
measures  more  in  capacity. 


449.  Be  the  cause  what  it  may,  tlie  fact  remains  that  country  salt  is  not  liked 
by  the  bulk  of  the  population.  But  for  this  dislike,  the  indent  for  Bombay  salt 
could  have  been  largely  reduced  and  greater  latitude  given  to  home  manufacture. 

450.  From  a  financial  point  of  view,  Government  is  no  great  loser  by  bringing- 
in  Bombay  salt.  The  difference  in  cost,  all  items  considered,  is  hardly  anything 
worth  considering.  It  is  therefore  obviously  next  to  useless  to  think  of  dispensing 
with  this  salt,  by  any  extended  and  high  pressure  system  of  home-manufacture, 
so  long  as  the  prejudice  against-  country  salt  continues  to  prevail. 

451.  The  salt  manufacturing  industry  seems  to  attract.  Native  capitalists  more  ™ 
than  ever  before.  There  were  proposals  in  the  year,  to  undertake  tlie  working  of  m 
abandoned  salt  pans  at  Colachel  on  the  excise  system.  There  was  a  modified 
proposal  Subsequently  to  suit  the  conditions  of  the  monopoly  system,  which  is  ex¬ 
clusively  followed  in  this  State.

532.  At  the  close  of  the  year  under  report,  steps  were  taken  to  invest  12  lakhs 
of  rupees  out  of  the  cash  balance  in  the  new  3-|  per  cent  loan  issued  by  the 
Government  of  India.  But  the  actual  investment  belongs  to  the  current  year’s 
report. 

553.  His  Highness’  Government  fully  recognise  the  importance  of  utilising  the 
cash  surplus  for  administrative  improvements  of  a  substantial  character.  They 
keep  in  steady  view  the  suggestions  made  in  this  direction  in  the  last  year’s  reviow. 
About  the  close  of  the  year  under  report,  the  Government  wore  able  to  take 
decisive  action  on  an  important  scheme  of  irrigation  for  the  benefit  of  South 
Travancore,  and  sanctioned  a  special  allotment  of  2  lacs  of  rupees.  They  look  forward 
to  the  early  maturing  of  the  scheme  and  submission  of  regular  plans  and  estimates. 
The  question  of  opening  railway  communication  in  the  State  with  the  general 
system  of  railways  in  India  has  been  occupying  the  earnest  attention  of  this 
Government,  and  it  is  hoped  that  ere  long,  its  renewed  motion  now  before  the 
British  Government  may  assume  a  definite  and  practical  shape.  In  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  road  system,  in  providing  much  needed  bridges  for  the  benefit  of 
internal  traffic  along  existing  lines,  in  expanding  the  system  of  elementary  and 
higher  education,  in  satisfying  the  growing  needs  for  medical  institutions  all’  over 
the  country,  in  providing  suitable  buildings  for  schools,  public  offices,  dispensaries 
&c.,  in  giving  full  impetus  to  survey  and  settlement  operations,  and  last  though 
not  least  in  improving  the  scale  of  salaries  wherever  needed  and  extending  the 
benefit  of  the  Pension  rules  to  the  lower  grades  of  the  service;  and  in  various  other 
directions  which  progressive  administration  points  to,  there  is  ample  scope 
for  the  proper  and  judicious  employment  of  the  State  funds.  The  year  was  not 
altogether  a  blank,  in  regard  to  the  furtherance  of  this  aim  to  a  certain  extent, 
though  the  final  measures  adopted  belong  to  the  current  year. 


CHAPTER  VI. 


VITAL  STATISTICS  AND  MEDICAL  SERVICES. 

SANITARY  STATISTICS  GENERAL.  (1802-98.) 


556.  The  ravages  of  small-pox  too  were  greatest  in  the  northern  taluqs,  where  smai]-pt>r. 
it  prevailed  in  a  virulent  form  throughout  the  year.  “  It  was  ”  the  Durbar 
Physician  remarks  “  a  continuation  of  the  epidemic  at  the  capital  in  1067.”  The 
Quilon  Division  and  the  taluqs  of  Parur,  Kunnathunad  and  Chunganacherry  in 

tho  Cottayam  Division  suffered  most  from  the  scourge.  The  total  number  of  cases 
registered  was  1,868  with  a  mortality  of  583,  as  compared  with  750  cases  and  170 
deaths  in  1067.  The  deaths  from  small- pox  in  the  year  were  iu  the  ratio  of  '24 
per  mille  of  the  whole  population,  a  higher  rate  of  mortality  than  that  from  cholera. 

Two  Medical  Officers  were  detailed  on  small-pox  duty,  one  to  Parur  (north)  and 
the  other  to  the  Quilon  Division.  The  former  treated  215  oases  and  the  latter  840. 

In  the  Quilon  Division,  sheds  were  put  up  for  the  accommodation  of  those  afflicted 
with  the  disease,  and  placed  in  charge  of  watchers,  the  Assistant  Apothecary  on 
special  duty  inspecting  the  sheds  in  rotation.  This  system  of  relief  was  found  to  be 
very  beneficial  in  those  parts,  where  the  inhabitants  hold  the  malady  in  such 
dread,  that  those  stricken  with  it  are  left  to  die  neglected  by  their  friends  and 
relations.  "  The  epidemic  subsided  almost  entirely  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

557.  22,640  fever  cases  are  returned  as  treated  during  the  year  against  24,604  Fa'"- 

in  1067.  79  cases  proved  fatal,  as  compared  with  50  in  the  previous  year.  In 

the  report  for  1067,  the  Durbar  Physician  reckoned  only  the  cases  treated  in 
special  fever  dispensaries,  but  in  tho  one  under  review  all  cases  of  fever  through¬ 
out  the  whole  State  are  entered.  This  will  account  for  the  difference  in  the 
figures  for  1067  under  the  head  of  “fever”  as  quoted  above,  and  those  stated  in 
para  658  of  the  administration  report  for  1067.  The  death-rate  from  fever  was 
'03  per  thousand  of  the  population. 

558.  186  deaths  from  these  causes  are  returned  out  of  10,470  cases  treated  in 
the  hospitals  of  the  State.  In  1067,  there  were  84  deaths  out  of  9,960  oases 
treated.

No  reuson  is  assigned  for  the  decline  in  tlie  number  of  Brahmins  and  Pand\' 
Sudras  operated  upon.  Probably  the  vaccinators  were  more  occupied  with  the 
other  sections  of  the  community  demanding  their  services. 

563.  The  vaccination  of  calves  was  kept  up  throughout  the  year,  and  the  virus 
propagated  through  this  medium  is  reported  to  have  been  very  effective.  1,883 
tubes  of  calf  lymph  were  issued  to  out-stations  from  the  Central  Vaccine  Depot. 
1,358  persons  wore  inoculated  directly  from  the  calf. 

564.  The  preparation  of  lanoline  vaccine  was  continued  at  the  Central  Depot 
for  the  first  four  months  of  the  year,  and  the  vaccinators  both  at  the  capital  and 
at  out-stations  woro  supplied  with  paste.  Owing*,  however,  to  the  difficulty 
experienced  in  procuring  calves  in  time  and  in  sufficient  numbers,  the  experiment 
■with  “lanoline  paste”  had  to  be  abandoned  to  a  great  extent.  The  preparation 
of  the  paste  in  small  quantities  is  still  kept  up  for  the  purpose  of  renewing  lymph 
in  the  outlying  districts.  The  following  table  shows  the  result  of  operations  with 
1,507  grains  of  lanoline  paste,  issued  from  the  Depot  during  the  year. 


3,885  persons  were  vaccinated  with  the  paste,  and  of  these  only  36‘5  per  cent

566.  In  regard  to  the  work  of  the  2  Vaccination  Inspectors,  the  Superinten¬ 
dent  reports  that  both  did  good  service,  the  Inspector  in  charge  of  the  Quilon  circle 
having  personally  verified  37*4  per  cent  of  the  whole-  number  of  cases  returned  in 
his  division,  and  the  Cottayam  Inspector  53-6  per  cent  in  his  circle. 

567.  The  total  cost  of  the  Vaccination  department  for  the  year  was  Rs.  15,880 
against  Rs;  14,705  in  1067,  showing  an  increase  of  Rs.  1,175,  which  is  accounted 
for  by  the  increase  to  the  salary  of  the  Superintendent  and  the  addition  to  the 
staff  of  Vaccinators  during  the  year.  Tlie  cost  per  case  operated  on  came  to  4  chs.

Omitting  the  special  institutions  viz.  the  Lunatic  Asylum,  the  Central  Jail  Hospital 
and  the  Maternity  Hospital  at  Quilon  and  Trevandrum,  the  Government  medical 
institutions  comprised  14  hospitals  and  15  dispensaries.  These  institutions  are 
divided  into  three  classes.

582.  The  following  table  gives  the  work  of  the  institutions  individually  during 
the  year : — 


The  number  of  persons  treated  during  the  year  rose  from  1,61,25s  to 
1,77,199,  showing  an  excess  of  15,944  over  1067.  The  increase  is  partly  due  to 
the  opening  of  new  dispensaries  as  also  to  the  number,  treated  by  men  on  special 
duty,  but  is  mainly  attributable  to  the  growing  appreciation  of  the  relief  afforded 
m  these  institutions.  The  increase,  it  is  gratifying  to  note,  is  general,  more  than 
half  of  the  institutions  exhibiting  a  higher  figure  than  in  the  previous  year.  The

631.  In  the  Matriculation  Examination  held  in  December  1892,  53  candidates 
appeared  and  20  passed.  This  percentage  of  877  compares  very  favourably  with 
the  average  over  the  whole  Presidency  which  was  only  15-4  per  cent,  and  also 
with  the  results  of  nearly  every  other  institution  which  presented  a  similar  number 
of  candidates.  The  number  of  subjects  in  which,  on  the  average,  the  unsuccessful 
candidates  failed  was  two ;  a  considerable  number  faded  only  in  one;  while -only 
one  failed  in  all  subjects.  Over  all  the  Presidency,  the  failure  was  more  nearly 
in  three  subjects. 


632.  In  the  First  Arts  Examination  of  1892,  the  high  results  of  the  previous 
year  were  not  attained.  13  candidates,  forming  38*2  per  cent  of  those  who 
appeared,  were  successful.  The  proportion  passed  is  nearly  the  same  as  that  in 
the  whole  Presidency.  Its  comparative  smallness  is  attributed  to  the  class  not 
having  been  up  to  the  mark  as  regards  general  intelligence  and  ability. 


633.  In  the  Language  Branch  of  the  B.  A.  Examination,  14  appeared  and  all 
passed,  one  being  in  the  first  class,  eight  in  the  second,  and  five  in  the  third.

EDUCATIONAL  DEPARTMENT. 


652.  The  average  number  on  the  registers  of  the  District  schools  was  2,799-9 
as  compared  with  2,840-4  in  the  previous  year.  Eight  of  the  schools  shew  an 
increase,  and  ten  a  decrease  in  this  respect^  while  the  others  were  practically 
stationary. 

653.  The  percentage  of  attendance  over  all  the  schools  during  1068,  was  85' 0  ;  tw.- 
an  improvement  of  1  -5  on  the  previous  year’s  result. 

The  highest  averages  were  obtained  at  Kottaracarav,  89'9  per  cent,  and 
Ambalapolay  89-7  per  cent.  In  the  latter  case,  while  the  percentage  of  attend¬ 
ance  has  been  among  the  highest  of  ah  the  schools,  it  has  fallen  steadily  from 
94-9  in  1065  to  897  in  1068. 

The  average  attendance  at  Quilon  shews  a  slight  recovery  after  a  decline 
extending  over  four  years ;  at  Shencottah  it  is  still  low ;  at  Thiroovettar,  Ahvaye 
and  Mavclikaray  (special),  it  was  lower  than  it  has  been  during  the  previous  four 
years  :  while  in  the  case  of  Eraniel  and  Bhuthapandy  there  has  been  considerable 
improvement. 

The  attention  of  the  Superintendent  will  be  directed  to  these  cases  in  view 
to  particular  enquiries  being  made  as  to  the  cause  of  the  persistent  low  average 
attendance  at  certain  schools. 

654.  The  pupils  of  the  District  schools  were  distributed,  as  regards  caste  or  Cute 
creed,  in  the  manner  indicated  below;  the  figures  being  compared  with  those  of  of  1,111,1

Writing,  reading  and  grammar  require 
attention.  The  management  of  the  Sacred  Heart’s  Anglo-Vernacular  school, 
Eravipuram  appears  to  be  defective.  A  new  Headmaster  has  been  appointed 
and  it  is  hoped  matters  will  improve.  The  C.  M.  S.  Anglo-Vernacular  school, 
Pallam,  was  found  to  have  made  satisfactory  progress,  the  only  matter  calling  for 
remark  being  the  unduly  rapid  manner  m  which  promotions  are  made  in  the 
higher  Forms. 

CVS.  The  Convent  school,  Trevandrum,  has  gained  considerably  in  strength  ; 
the  average  attendance  has  improved  ;  the  school  premises  have  been  enlarged 
and  the  staff  increased.  Discipline  has  also  been  well  maintained.  The  exami¬ 
nation  results  were,  however,  not  so  satisfactory  as  usual.  The  Convent  school, 
Quilon,  made  a  very  fair  appearance  at  inspection  and  is  reported  to  be  doing- 
good  work.  The  Town  Girls’ school,  Nagercoil,  continues  to  be  well  attended; 
while  the  higher  classes  are  favourably  reported  on,  most  of  the  pupils  are 
reported  to  be  deficient  in  Arithmetic.  Discipline  and  punctuality  also  require 
attention.  The  grant  to  the  C.  M.  S.  Girls’  school,  Cottayam,  was  increased  in 
the  month  of  Chi&tray.

690.  Government  Schools.  The  number  of  Vernacular  schools  managed  a 
supported  entirely  by  Government  was  244.  This  number,  which  is  inclusive 
the  Sanskrit  College,  shews  an  increase  of  one  over  the  previous  year’s  numb 
due  to  the  conversion  of  a  grant-in-aid  school  into  a  Government  school.  T 
following  table  compares  the  figures  of  1068  with  those  of  1067  : — 


703.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  pupils  numbered  26,614  as  compared  with 
2-5,766  in  1067.  '  The  increase  has  been  mainly  in  mission  schools. 

704.  In  the  case  of  private  vernacular  schools,  there  is  no  information  avail¬ 
able  from  which  the  percentage  of  attendance  may  be  deduced. 


705.  The  following  table  indicates  the  manner  in  which  the  different  classes 
of  the  population  are  represented  in  these  schools  : — 
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The  comparison  tlius  made  with  the  figures  of  the  previous  year  shews  that 
there  has  been  but  little  alteration  in  the  relative  proportions  of  the  different 
classes.  It  has  to  be  noticed  however  that  the  proportion  of  girls  has  fallen  from 
1 9'4  per  cent  in  1067  to  17'6  per  cent  in  1068.  The  proportion  of  girls  in  Mission 
schools  is  also  noticeably  greater  than  that  in  schools  under  native  management. 

706.  Direction,  Inspection,  and  Cost  of  Vernacular  Schools.  During  the  year 
the  Director  of  Vernacular  Education  was  on  circuit  in  five  months,  inspecting 
some  of  the  principal  schools. 

707.  The  work  of  the  four  Head  Inspectors  of  Vernacular  schools  may  be 
.summarised  thus : — 
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The  higher  grade  schools  are  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Head 
Inspectors.  The  30  Taluq  Inspectors,  having  1,560  schools  in  their  charge,  visited 
■all  of  them  on  5,776  different  occasions,  spent  4,871  days  in  actual  inspectional 
duty,  and  5,246  days  on  circuit.  It  may  therefore  be  stated  that  each  Inspector, 
on  the  average,  had  in  his  charge  52  schools,  inspected  all  of  these  on  193  different 
occasions,  spent  162  days  in  examining  schools,  and  175  days  on  circuit. 

708.  The  following  statement  gives  the  cost  of  the  Vernacular  schools,  Govern¬ 
ment  and  aided  during  the  year  : —

work  during  the  year.  A  few  caskets,  belts,  necklaces,  brooches  &c.  were  made 
and  sold  during  the  year. 

716.  In  the  pottery  branch,  attention  was  directed  towards  tli 


717.  His  Excellency  the  Governor  of  Madras  visited  this  institution  during 
the  short  stay  His  Excellency  had  in  Trevandrum  and  expressed  himself  much 
pleased  with  what  he  saw  in  the  school.

718.  The  amount  expended  during  the  year  on  contingencies  and  salaries 
amounted  to  Rs.  15,4-69-chs.  0-cash  3 ;  on  buildings,  furniture  and  repairs  to 
Rs.  12,11 0-clis.  9-cash  6  :  total  27,579-chs.  9-cash  9  :  against  this,  Rs.  2,052- 
chs.  25-cash  4  was  drawn  from  sales  effected  during  the  year.  The  actual  cost 
to  Government  was  thus  Rs.  25,926-chs.  12-cash  5. 


719.  Government  look  forward  with  interest  to  the  development  of  the 
institution  and  trust  with  the  steps  taken  during  the  current  year  towards  the 
strengthening  of  its  staff  and  the  improvement  of  its  appliances,  its  usefulness 
will  be  considerably  enhanced. 


PUBLIC  LECTURE  COMMITTEE.-'  (1892-93.) 

720.  The  personnel  of  the  Committee  remained  almost  the  same  as  in  the 
previous  year  with  the  exception  of  Mr.  Peraviperumal  Pillai  who  took  his  seat  as 
Huzur  Deputy  Peishcar  in  the  place  of  Mr.  P.  Thanu  Pillai. 

721.  There  were  7  meetings  of  the  Committee  during  the  year  against  8  in 
1067  and  9  in  1066  and  the  work  of  selecting  lectures  and  determining  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  honoraria  was  as  usual  conducted.  Thirteen  lectures  were  deliverd  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Committee  against  15  in  the  preceding  year.  This  fall  is 
reported  to  be  due  to  the  diminution  in  the  annual  number  of  Vernacular  lectures 
from  6  to  -:k  The  names  of  the  lecturers  and  the  subjects  of  their  dissertation  are 
given  in  a  statement  in  the  appendix.  Nine  lectures  were  more  or  less  scientific, 
2  were  purely  literary,  one  historical  and  one  general.  Ten  of  the  lectures  were 
illustrated  and  the  attendance  of  all  of  them  including  the  four  in  the  Vernaculars 
was  generally  good. 

722.  The  total  amount  expended  during  the  year  was  Rs.  1,066-ohs.  11, 
including  an  unexpended  balance  in  hand  amounting  to  Rs.  51-chs.  5,  against 
Rs.  958-24-6  in  1067.  The  sum  of  Rs.  760  was  spent  on  account  of  honoraria, 
which  is  115  Es.  more  than  the  corresponding  figure  for  the  previous  year.  The 
increase  is  attributed  partly  to  the  enhanced  rate  of  honoraria  paid  for  the  ten 
illustrated  lectures,  and  partly  to  the  higher  average  honorarium  decided  upon  bv 
the  Committee  for  the  Vernacular  lectures  in  view  to  raise  their  character  and 
usefulness.  One  of  the  Vernacular  lectures  was  published  during  the  year  and. 
the  moiety  of  cost  incurred  on  that  account  was  Rs.  28. 

723.  The  thanks  of  Government  are  due  to  the  Committee  and  the  lecturers 
for  their  labors  in  the  diffusion  of  instructive  knowledge..

The  expenditure  on  the  three  Departments — Public  Gardens,  Zoological  Depart¬ 
ment  and  the  Museum,  amounted  to  Rs.  30,228-27-12.  Setting  off  the  receipts, 
Rs.  106-2-5,  realised  from  fines,  sale  of  produce  &c„  the  net  outlay  was  Ru¬ 
pees  30,122-25-7. 

726.  A  good  deal  of  earth  work  and  turfing  was  done  in  order  to  improve  the 
ground  lying  to  the  south  of  the  Museum.  The  lake  referred  to  in  the  last  Report 
was  practically  completed  in  the  year.  An  extra  sum  of  Rs.  1,500  was  specially 
sanctioned  for  this  purpose. 

Much  attention  was  paid  to  the  reai-ing  of  plants.  The  stock  in  pots 
1  during  the  year  from  4,000  to  6,700  and  the  Committee  were  able  to 


728.  Several  trees  raised  from  seed  in  tbe  nursery  were  planted  out  in  the 
grounds,  notably,  the  Rain-tree  (Calliandra  Saman),  West  Indies  and  South 
America  Blue  Gum  tree  (Eucalyptus  Globulus),  and  sand  box  tree  (Hura 
crepilaus).  Some  new  varieties  of  plants  and  trees  were  obtained  by  the  Super¬ 
intendent  during  the  year. 

729.  In  the  Zoological  Department,  alterations  and  improvements  were  made 
to  the  several  of  the  cages,  to  render  them  more  secure.  Almost  every  cage  was 
in  a  state  of  thorough  repair  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

730.  A  lion  was  purchased  and  brought  out  from  England  in  1067.  It  has 
been  thriving-  and  the  lioness,  which  was  already  in  the  collection,  has  given  birth 
this  year  to  a  cub  which  is  growing  into  a  fine  specimen. 

731.  The  most  noteworthy  addition  by  purchase  in  the  year  was  a  female 
Black  Panther,  originally  obtained  from  China  and  purchased  by  the  Committee 
from  the  collection  of  His  Highness  the  Maha  Rajah  of  Mysore. 

732.  The  bird  skins  which  had  been  sent  to  England  to  be  mounted  were 
returned  very  artistically  set  up. 

733.  A  beginning  was  made  in  the  year  towards  representing  the  general 
anatomy  and  modifications  in  the  skeleton  of  Mammals.  This  is  intended  to  be 
continued  from  year  to  year  and  will  prove  highly  interesting  to  the  public  and 
useful  to  students. 

734.  The  Taxidermist  set  up  several  skeletons,  the  chief  among  them  being 
that  of  a  Gaw,  the  bones  of  which  were  kindly  presented  by  Mr.  A.  W.  Turner, 
and  of  an  Australian  cow  for  which  the  Government  are  indebted  to  Colonel  W. 
T.  Brereton. 

735.  The  collecting  peon  and  Assistant  Taxidermist  went  on  their  usual  col¬ 
lecting  expeditions  to  the  High  Range,  Peermade,  Mutliukuli  and  Ponmudi  with 
satisfactory  results. 

736.  Government  offer  their  thanks  to  Mr.  Digliton  for  the  several  varieties 
of  snakes  presented  by  him,  among  which  was  an  entirely  new  specimen.  It  has 
been  named  by  Mr.  Boulengar  of  the  British  Museum,  Dipsas  Digktmi,  after  its

Anipa-lapuzlia  and  Mavelikara  were  brought  under  settlement 
operations  during  the  year  m  addition  to  the  13  taluqs  rererred  to  in  the  last 
report.  In  the  settled  taluq  of  Olmuymkil,  a  few  sundry  items  of  work  remained 
for  attention  which  were  mostly  completed  m  the-  year.  Tovaln,  and  Agastisvaram 
are  in  the  most  advanced  stage  of  settlement,  as  pidgort  by  the  progress  attained 
in  the  preparation  of  ehittahs  and  rough  puttahs.  Revised  rates  of  assessment 
were  sanctioned  during  the  year  for  the  remaining  two  villages  m  Ivnrtikapalb  and 

ill  an  increase  of  R*.  12,058  over  tlio  ayacut  revomw.  A  siiecial  Hapornwr 
was  put  in  charge  of  the  Nedumaugad  taluq  m  view  to  expedite  the  completion  of 
the  settlement.  In  Quilon  and  Karunagapalli,  the  field  agency  was  engaged  in 
working  up  registration  files.  Notwithstanding-  the  increased  provision  made  m 
the  number  of  classifiers  for  these  taluqs,  the-  out-turn,  was  not  as  much  as  was 
expected.  Iu  Kalkulam,  Eramol  and  Vilavankod,  registration  of  cases  was  the 
only  work  dealt  with  by  the  held  operatives  and  the  results  are  satisfactory. 
Neyyattinkara  was  placed  under  a  separate  Supervisor  and  registration  was 
attended  to  in  that  taluq.  In  the  taluq  of  Kottarakara,  winch  was  handed  over  for 
settlement  operations  at  the  close  of  1008,  the  work  of  classification  was  completed 
in  4  out  of  10  villages  and  the  remaining  b  were  m  various  stages  of  progress. 
Ampalapuzha  was  taken  up  in  the  middle  of  the  year  and  the  field  agency  was 
occupied  with  the  classification  of  properties,  the  enumeration  of  trees  and  dividing 
work.  A  separate  Supervisor  was  appointed  for  this  taluq.  The  operations  in 
Mavelikara  relate  only  to  one  or  two  months,  the  taluq  having  been  taken  up  late

section  9  of  the  Arms  Regulation,  so  as  to  take  'power  to ‘"the  Government  to 
revise,  as  occasion  should  arise,  the  fee  levied  on  applications  for  licenses  to 
manufacture  or  sell  arnis  and  ammunition  with  a  view  to  reduce  the  number  of 
petty  shops  which  sprang  up  under  the  very  low  fee  charged.  Regulation  II 
provided  for  tho  better  sanitation  of  towns,  the  prevention  of  fires  and  the 
registration  of  births  and  deaths  in  towns.  The  working  of  this  law  is  entrusted 
to  local  committees  appointed  by  Government.  Besides  the  Jcnmi  and  Tenant 
Bill  and  the  Departmental  Enquiries  Bill,  which  were  already  before  the  Council, 
bills  relating  to  the  following  subjects  also  came  up  for  consideration,  namely,  the 
construction  and  maintenance  of  irrigation  and  drainage  works,  the  registration  of 
assurances ;  the  management  of  prisons,  and  the  amendment  of  the  Penal  Code  and 
the  Civil  Procedure  Code.  Leave  was  granted  to  bring  in  Bills  to  amend  the 
Abkarry  and  Arms  Regulations.  The  Regulation  constituting  the  Legislative 
Council  was  found  to  require  revision,  and  a  bill  will  be  brought  in  ere  long. 

Tlie  actual  strength  of  the  Mice  force  was  167:5  or  0  less  than  tho 
sanctioned  strength,  beven  men  were  added  to  the  force  during  the  year. 


Dr.  Edward  Lines  was  appointed  Medical  Officer  of  the  Nayar  Brigade  vice 
Surgeon  Captain  H.  Thomson,  recalled  for  duty  at  Madras.  29  men  were  pen¬ 
sioned  and  6  discharged  on  payment  of  gratuity.  Great  coats  and  serge  trousers 
were  supplied  from  the  Army  Clothing  Department,  Madras.  A  supply  of  gun¬ 
powder  to  last  3  years  was  purchased  from  the  Madras  Arsenal.  “ 

651  vessels  touched  at  the  several  ports,  their  total  tonnage  beino-  3  46  547 
against  3,26,169  in  1008.  The  Port  dues  collected  at  Alleppey  were  Rs.’l0,9o7 
compared  with  Rs.  10,485  in  the  year  previous.  The  expenditure  on  the  Light¬ 
house  was  Rs.  2,573.  The  net.  receipts  from  the  Pier  and  Tramwav  amounted  to 
Us.  6,655.  J 


It  is  found  from  tlie  accounts  available  in  tlie  Htizur  Treasury  that  22  royal 
tigers,  79  cheetahs  and  3  crocodiles  were  killed  and  the  rewards  paid  for  their 
destruction  amounted  to  Rs.  1,594.  In  addition  to  this,  Rs.  119  were  given 
as  rewards  for  the  killing  of  rabid  dogs  in  the  capital  and  in  some  of  the  mofuss.il 
towns.  22  licenses  were  issued  for  shooting  of  elephants,  of  which  4  were  re- 


SECTION  IV.— PRODUCTION  AND  DISTRIBUTION. 

The  season  was  generally  unfavourable  to  agriculture.  The  ram-tall  was  on 
the  whole  irregular  and  scanty.  All  tlie  gauging  stations  noted  received  a  smaller 
supply  of  rain  except  Alleppey,  where  the  rain-fall  was  slightly  larger  than  m  the 
previous  year  by  1T0  inches.  The  Southern  and  Trivandrum  Divisions  suffered 
more  than  the  rest.  The  ruling  prices  ot  food  grams  were  still  normal,  due  to 
importation  of  paddy  in  large  quantities. 

Mr.  Sealy,  Deputy  Conservator  of  Forests,  who  was  for  some  time  on  other 
duty,  reverted  to  his  substantive  appointment  in  the  Northern  Range.  Mr.  Legge. 
who  passed  out  from  the  Debra  Dunn  Forest  School,  was  appointed  an  additional 
Deputy  Conservator  and  stationed  at  Trivandrum.  A  Slieristedar  on  70  Rs.  was 
appointed  in  the  Conservator’s  office  in  supersession  of  a-  low-paid  Samprethy.  A 
special  and  comprehensive  report  on  the  Travancore  Forests  prepared  by  Air. 
Bourdillon  was  submitted  by  him  and  printed  at  Government  cost.  55  square 
miles  of  forest  were  gazetted  for  reservation  during  the  year,  bringing  the  total 
up  to  1,488  square  miles.  This  area  is  liable  to  considerable  reduction,  as  the 
Government  have  ordered  the  complete  revision  of  the  boundaries  of  tlie  tracts 
intended  for  reservation,  with  a  view  to  the  exclusion  of  cultivated  holdings  and 
other  lands  which  may  be  made  available  for  cultivation.  A  special  forest  survey 
officer  has  been  charged  with  this  duty.  The  only  forest  settled  as  a  reserve 
is  a  tract  of  539*5  acres  in  the  Neyyattinkara  taluq.  The  grazing  fees  col¬ 
lected  by  the  Forest  Department  were  Rs.  697  and  those  credited  to  the 
Cardamom  Department  amounted  to  Rs.  2,020-10-13.  88  acres  were  newly 
cleared  and  planted  with  teak.  Certain  experiments  are  being  made  by  the  Con¬ 
servator  of  Forests  in  view  to  testing  the  weight  and  strength  of  various  kinds  of 
timber.  New  specimens  of  flowers  and  plants  were  sent  to  the  Herbarium  at 
Kew.  Daily  sales  were  arranged  to  be  held  at  the  land  depdt-s  in  supersession 
of  the  system  of  selling  timber  in  bulk  by  auction,  the  latter  arrangement  be¬ 
ing  found  to  work  a  hardship  on  poor  people  in  need  of  timber.  The  aggregate 
receipts  of  the  year  from  forests  amounted  to  Rs.  4,57,685  and  the  expenditure  to 
Rs.  2,26,632.  The  net  revenue  was  Rs.  2,31,053. '  The  Conservator  was  out  on 
inspection  duty  for  184  days  and  visited  all  the  offices  of  the  Deputy  and  Assis¬ 
tant  Conservators  and  all  the  Dep6ts  except  those  at  Kumili  and  Ramakal.  He 
also  visited  the  teak  plantations  and  the  Cardamom  Hills. 

Mr.  Maltby  resumed  charge  of  his  substantive  duty  as  ^superintendent  and 
Magistrate  of  the  Cardamom  Hills.  The  cardamom  crop  of  the  year  was  more 
than  double  that  of  the  previous  year,  being  327  candies  and  9K  lbs.  But  the 
price  realised,  viz.  Rs.  681  per  candy  on  an  average  was  very  poor  compared  with 
1068,  namely  Rs.  813  per  candy.  The  falling  off  in  the  price  was  due  as  usual  to 
the  large  crop.  The  revenue  from  cardamoms  was  Rs.  2,39,478  and  from 
other  goods,  chiefly  forest  produce,  Rs.  11,869,  thus  bringing  the  total  revenue  to 
Rs.  2,50,847.  The  expenditure  under  all  items  amounted  to  Rs.  1,41,815. 
Deducting  the  expenditure  from  the  gross  receipts,  the  net  revenue  was  Rs.  1,09,032. 

The  value'  of  tlie  entire  trade  of  the  country  was  Rs.  2,24,03,515  against 
Rs.  2,09,17,164  in  1068.  Of  this  sum  Rs.  1,40,13,774  represents  the  value  of 
exports  and  Rs.  83,89,741  that  of  imports.  43  per  cent  of  the  entire  trade  was 


SECTION  V.— REVENUE  AND  FINANCE. 


All  the  items  under  Miscellaneous  Revenue  are  more  or  less  fluctuating. 
The  total  receipts  amounted  in  the  year  to  Rs.  1,20,499  or  Rs.  49,767 
more  than  the  year  before.  The  great  bulk  of  the  increase  was  contributed  by 
the  sale  proceeds  of  escheat  and  unclaimed  moveables  credited,  especially  some 
money  belonging  to  the  Nediunperathu  Rajah  of  Tiruvalla  who  died  intestate,  and 
by  the  discount  which  accrued  on  the  purchase  of  12  lakhs'  three  and  a  half  per 
cents.  Such  of  the  items  as  formed  the  subject  of  comment,  in  the  review  of  the 
report  for  1068  have  been  transferred  to  other  appropriate  heads. 

The  out-turn  of  the  salt  pans  was  2,39,068  maunds.  which  was  1 9.917  maunds 
in  excess  of  1068.  The  quantity  of  Bombay  salt  imported  was  4.83.223  maunds 
against  3,78,153  maunds  in  the  previous  year.  The  sales  aggregated  6,10,440 
maunds  compared  with  6,06,600  maunds  in  1068.  The  gross  receipts  were 
Rs.  19,25,210  and  the  charges  Rs.  3,53,976,  leaving  a  net  revenue  of  Rs.  15,71,234 
or  Rs.  4,071  more  than  1068. 

The  gross  revenue  from  stamps  amounted  to  Rs.  3,48,806  ans.  7  p.  11  against 
Rs.  3,52,334  ans.  3  p.  8  in  the  preceding  year,  the  decrease  being  Rs.  3,527 
ans.  11  p.  9.  The  expenditure  during  the  year  was  Rs.  38,083  ans.  10  p.  1  against. 
Rs.  25,192  ans.  0  p.  10  in  1068,  the  increase  being  duo  to  the  payment  made  for 
three  years5  supply  of  water-marked  paper  purchased  during  the  year.  Deducting 
the  expenditure  from  the  receipts,  the  net  revenue  to  Government  was 
Rs.  3,10,722  mis.  13  p.  10  against  Rs.  3,27,142  ans.  2  p.  10.  Tlie.  amount  realized 
by  the  sale  of  Anchal  stamps,  cards  &e.  during  the  vear  was  Rupees  33,873  clis.  18 
cash  8  against  Rs.  32,754  chs.  19  in  1068. 

The  gross  revenue  derived  from  tobacco  was  Rs.  10,13,929.  Deducting  the 
charges  viz.  Rs.  46,163,  the  net  revenue  was  Rs.  9,67,766 ;  the  sales  fell  off  by 
335  candies  and  the  duty  realized  by  Rs.  28,854.  The  total  revenue  derived  from 
Abkary,  Opium  and  Bhang  was  Rs.  5,45,767  or  Rs.  16,881  more  than  the  year 
before.  The  triennial  lease  of  the  Abkari  farm  closed  with  the  year  under 


The  gross  receipts  from  Customs  were  Rs.  6,57,4-57  as  compared  with 
Rs.  6,62,134  in  1068.  Of  this,  Rs.  6,15,422  were  from  Exports  and  Imports,  the 
former  contributing  97  per  cent.  The  cost  of  collection  was  Rs.  29,636  and  the 
net  revenue  was  Rs.  6,27,821  against  Rs.  0.34.309  m  the  preceding  year. 

Although  there  was  a  large  failure  of  crops  especially  m  South  Travancoro 
due  to  insufficient  rainfall,  tlie  total  revenue  of  the  year  amounted  to  Rs.  86,38,015 
or  Rs.  2,18,599  more  than  the  previous  year.  This  was  the  net  result  of  increase 
under  ‘  Cardamom  and  other  goods.'  ■  Salt  ■  •  Deyaswom.'  Public  Works  ’  *  Mis¬ 
cellaneous,5  ‘  Advances  Recoverable.  ■  Land  Revenue  '  Ac.  and  of  decrease  under 
‘  Forest 5  5  Tobacco,5  ‘ Customs,  -Stamps,  ■  Jails  -Interest  &c.  The  aggregate 
expenditure  was  Rs.  83,17,273  or  Rs.  3,46,525  in  excess  of  that  of  1068.  Ex¬ 
cepting  ‘  Forest,’  ‘  Miscellaneous.'  •  Public  Works.'  *  Elephant  and  horse  establish¬ 
ments”,  ‘  Suspense  account,5  ‘Land  Revenue.'  ’Minor  departments,5  ‘Post  Office,5 
The  ‘  Palace,5  ‘  Abkary  and  Opium,  and  -  Tobacco,'  the  expenditure  under  two 

opening  balance,  has  raised  the  closing  balance  to  Rs.  83,97,338  of  which  Rs. 
20,79,937  were  in  cash,  Rs.  o9,oo,482  m  Promissory  Notes  and  Rs.  3,61,919  in 
goods.  4  lakhs  of  the  cash  balance  were  invested  m  Government  securities  out  of 
a  sum  of  7' lakhs  sanctioned  tor  further  investment.  Some  measures  of  improve¬ 
ment  initiated  during  the  year  and  others  m  contemplation  are  likely,  when  fully 
at  work,  to  consume  a  large  portion  of  the  balance.  It  may  be  noted  in  conclusion, 
that  certain  changes  have  been  made  in  the  mode  of  exhibiting  the  financial  accounts 
of  the  year,  acting  under  the  suggestions  offered  in  the  last  review  of  the 
Administration  Report. 
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SECTION  VI.— VITAL  STATISTICS  AND  MEDICAL  SERVICES. 

Vital  statistics  -vrtre  recorded  for  tlie  Town  of  Trivandrum,  births  having  been 
registered  for  the  last  three  months  of  the  year  only.  Arrangements  have  been 
made  for  such  registration  in  the  other  Towns  brought  under  the  Towns  Improve- 


operation  with  wliicli  generally  resulted  m  largo  vesicles  and  cicatrices. 
A  supply  of  the  lanoline  vaccine  was  kept  in  the  Central  Depot  for  inoculating 
calves.  Inoculation  with  glycerine  vaccine  resulted  in  04-02  of  success  in  primary 
and  71*17  in  re-vaccination.  The  2  female  vaccinators  on  the  establishment 
operated  on  2,822  persons,  mostly  women  and  children.  The  Medical  officers  at 
out-stations  did  good  work  in  this  direction.  The  Superintendent  with  a  special 
staff  of  vaccinators  was  for  3  months  doing  itinerating  work  in  the  small-pox- 
stricken  localities,  with  good  results.  The  total  cost  of  the  Vaccination  Department 
was  Rs.  17,995  against  Rs.  15,880  in  1068.  The  cost  per  case  vaccinated  was 
4  chs.  1  cash  and  that  of  each  successful  case  4  clis.  10  cash. 


The  Conservancy  Department  at  the  Capital  continued  in  the  charge  of  the 
Sanitary  Committee  for  the  greater  part  of  the  year.  In  Pangoony  (March) 
the  Towns  Improvement  and  Conservancy  Regulation  was  brought  into  force. 
There  was  no  change  in  the  Committee’s  establishment  and  the  Conservancy 
staff.  The  Sanitary  Committee  held  5  meetings  during  the  year.  Special  sani¬ 
tary  arrangements  became  necessary  in  connection  with  the  two  important  State 
ceremonies,  Murajepam  and  Hiranyagarbhom,  and  they  were  all  very  satisfactorily 
made.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  the  new  Regulation  was  extended  to 
Nagercoil,  Quilon  and  Alleppey.  All  the  local  Committees  were  appointed  during 
the  year  and  a  promising  beginning  made  in  working  the  Regulation.  The  usual 
grants  for  the  sanitation  .of  the  more  important  stations  and  villages  were 
continued.  The  total  cost  on  account  of  Conservancy  amounted  to  Rs.  38,513 
out  of  which  Rs.  22,294  were  spent  for  Trivandrum. 


An  additional  Assistant  Apothecary,  an  L.  M.  S.  of  the  Madras  University, 
was  entertained  in  the  year.  The  whole  medical  staff  numbered  50  inclusive  of 
the  D.urbar  Physician.  Three  new  Dispensaries  were  opened.  There  was  in  the 
State  one  medical  man  for  every  331*9  square  miles  and  50,151*08  of  the  population 
and  one  hospital  for  every  210*3  square  miles  and  79,929-25  of  the  population. 
The  total  number  of  patients  treated  was  2,21,169  against  1,77,199  in  1068  and 
the  number  of  surgical  operations  performed  was  8,324  as  compared  with  6,555  in 
1068.  The  mortality,  taking  medical  and' surgical  cases,  together  was  6*34  per 
cent  against  674  in  the  year  previous.  The  charge  to  Government  for  each 
patient  treated  was  chs.  22-cash  6  as  compared  with  chs.  24-cash  5  in  1068. 
A  third  batcli  of  8  students  in  the  Victoria  Jubilee  School  passed  out  during 
the  year  and  were  posted  to  various  stations.  A  fresh  set  of  students  was  taken 
on,  without  any  scholarship.  The  22  midwives  trained  in  the  institution  and 


employed  in  the  State  attended  301  cases  against  221  in  1008.  The  number  of 
inmates  under  treatment  in  the  Lunatic  Asylum  was  146,  of  whom  100  were 
males  and  46  were  females.  Out  of  the  total  number,  8  were  criminal  lunatics.  29 
patients  were  discharged  during  the  year  of  whom  17  were  cured.  There  were  19 
deaths.  Cholera  prevailed  with  unusual  severity,  haring  been  imported  into  the 
South  from  the  District  of  Tinnevelly.  Out  of  2,292  cases  treated  by  the  Medical 
officers  of  the  State  there  were  1,14-2  deaths  against  445  in  1068.  In  Trivandrum 
alone  there  were  298  deaths  in  all.  The  ratio  of  deaths  to  population  was  '44  per 
mille.  Small-pox  continued  during  the  year  mainly  in  the  districts  in  the  North. 
1,827  cases  were  treated  with  a  mortality  of  437  against  583  in  1068.  A  special 
staff  of  medical  men  and  vaccinators  was  ordered  to  do  duty  in  the  affected 
localities,  as  the  epidemic  was  of  a  very  virulent  type.  Out  of  29,862  cases  of 
fever,  48  proved  fatal.  The  cost  of  the  Medical  Department  for  the  year  was  Rs. 
1 ,76,838.  In  addition  to  the  several  private  Medical  institutions  receiving  Govern¬ 
ment  aid,  a  grant  of  half  the  cost  was  given  to  tlie  Planters’  Dispensary  at 
Kaldurty.  The  total  contributions  under  this  head  amounted  to  Rs.  3,143-ans. 
2-p.  3.  The  number  of  patients  treated  during  the  year  in  the  several  aided 
Medical  institutions  was  25,579,  of  which  721  were  in-  and  24,858  out-patients. 
The  construction  of  a  building  for  a  Leper  Hospital  sanctioned  last  year  made 
good  progress. 

252  cases  came  under  treatment  in  the  Veterinary  Hospital  against  240  in 
1068.  235  cases  were  cured,  6  relieved,  1  discharged  as  incurable  and  6  died. 

No  case  of  contagious  disease  is  reported.  The  fees  recovered  amounted  to  Rs.  97 
against  Rs.  66-chs.  7  in  the  year  previous 


SECTION  VII.— INSTRUCTION. 

The  number  of  schools  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  2,658 ;  the  number  on  then- 
rolls  being  1,19,046.  There  has  thus  been  an  increase  of  169  in  the  number  of 
schools  and  of  5,074  in  the  number  of  scholars.  A  few  taluqs  shew  a.  decline  in 
the  number  of  schools  and  scholars,  but  this  is  due  to  the  absence  of  the  returns 
from  many  private  unaided  schools.  Of  the  total  population  4*65  per  cent  were 
under  instruction  at  the  end  of  the  year,  as  compared  with  4-46  per  cent  in  the 
previous  year.  Of  the  male  and  female  populations  of  school-going  age,  the  pro¬ 
portions  at  school  were  30'62  and  8'27  per  cent  respectively.  Both  figures  are  an 
improvement  on  those  of  last  year.  The  number  of  girls  under  instruction  rose  by 
260,  being  24,473  at  the  close  of  the  year.  Of  the  total  number  4t  school,  3'7  per 
cent  were  Brahmins;  29'5  per  cent  Malayali  Sudras;  4*0  per  cent  Pandy  Sudras; 
26-8  per  cent  other  Hindus ;  32'5  per  cent  Christians ;  while  3'5  per  cent  were 
Mahomedans. 

The  numbers  in  attendance  at  the  College  and  High  School  rose  by  16,  and 
in  the  Sirkar  Girls  High  School  by  32.  The  English  District  Schools  decreased 
in  strength  by  161,  while  the  Aided  English  Schools  increased  by  377.  Govern¬ 
ment  Vernacular  Schools  increased  in  strength  by  84 ;  Aided  Vernacular  Schools 
by  4,633 ;  and  Unaided  Vernacular  Schools  by”  1,478.  Prom  the  College  and 
High  School  13  passed  in  tlio  Matriculation  Examination ;  18  in  tho  First  Arts 
Examination;  while  16,  21,  and  12  were  successful  in  the  English  Language, 
Second  Language,  and  Science  Branches,  respectively  of  the  B.  A.  degree  Exami- 
naton.  One  passed  for  M.  A.;  6  for  B.  L.;  1  in  the  Second  Grade  Pleadership 
Examination,  while  1  and  2  were  successful  in  the  Lower  and  Higher  Criminal. 
Law  Examinations. 

A  number  of  important  changes,  made  with  a  view  to  the  thorough  reforma- 
.  tion  of  administration  and  inspection,  were  made  in  the  Educational  Department 
during  the  year.  The  offices  of  Superintendent  of  District  Schools,  and  Director 
of  Vernacular  Education  were  abolished,  and  three  Inspectors  of  Schools,  with 
Assistant  and  Sub-Assistant  Inspectors  were  appointed.  A  new  Grant-in-aid  Code, 
■with  Educational  Rules  was  published  in  draft  form. 


The  number  of  Vernacular  newspapers  and  magazines  published  during 
the  year  was  T.  The  “Malayala  Manorama”  had  the  largest  circulation  viz.  900 
copies.  Five  of  these  periodicals  were  religious  in  their  tone. 


SECTION  VIII.— MISCELLANEOUS. 

Besides  the  usual  copper  and  silver  coins  for  purposes  of  currency,  some  gold 
coins  were  minted  during  the  year  to  serve  as  token  coins  for  religious  offer¬ 
ings  &c.  The  silver  consumed  in  the  coinage  of  chuckrums  and  fanam  pieces 
amounted  altogether  to  tolas  29,549  against  tolas  24,754  or  4,795  more  than  in 
1068.  The  Mint  was  worked  during  the  year  at  a  profit  of  Rs.  419-chs.  14- 
cash  0  against  Rs.  48-chs.  27-cash  14  in  the  previous  year.  There  was  a  profit 
of  Rs.  1,193  excluding  the  expenses  connected  with  the  purchase  of  some  dies  for 
stamping  single  fanam  pieces. 

There  were  119  elephants  at  the  beginning  of  1068,  to  which  15  were  added 
by  capture.  Of  these,  11  died,  l  was  presented  to  a  pagoda  and  14  sold  by- 
auction,  leaving  108  animals  at  the  close  of  the  year.  The  revenue  derived  by 
the  hiring  and  sale  of  elephants  was  Rs.  28,790-chs.  10-cash  1  against  an  ex¬ 
penditure  of  Rs.  30,974-chs.  2-cash  13.  The  labor  ot  the  animals  is  not 
taken  into  account. 

The  value  of  work  turned  out  by  the  Government  Press  was  Rs.  23,401- 
chs.  18-cash  4  and  the  total  cost  Rs.  10,466.  The  institution  worked  at  a 
profit.  4,980  reams  of  paper  were  utilised  in  printing. 

The  number  of  subscribers  to  the  Government  Gazette  fell  off  by  1,365,  and 
the  copies  officially  circulated  by  1.  The  decline  in  the  number  of  subscribers  is 
due  to  certain  reduced  rates  having  been  abolished. 

The  value  of  tile  stock  in  the  Stationery  Depot  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
amounted  to  Rs.  25,871-ans.  12-p.  8  and  that  of  purchases  during  the  year  to 
Rs.  38, 389-ana.  14-p.  5.  The  issues  were  Rs.  42, 451-ans.  2-p.  9  leaving  a  balance 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  of  stock  valued  at  Rs.  19,810-ans.  8-p.  4.  The  actual 
expenditure  amounted  to  Rs.  75,653,  including  cost  of'supplies  purchased. 

42  cases  were  examined  by  the  Chemical  Examiner  during  the  year  against 
36  in  1068.  22  related  to  suspected  human  poisoning-  and  18  to  suspected  blood 

stains.  Poison  was  detected  in  5  of  the  former,  and  in  12  of  the  latter  evidence  of 
mammalian  blood  was  found.  2  cases  related  to  suspected  cattle  poisoning  but  no 
poison  was  discovered  on  examination.  The  new  Laboratory  building  was 
completed  and  occupied  during  the  year.

1.  The  only  event  of  importance  to  record,  under  this  head,  in  the  year  under 
report,  was  the  demise,  at  the  early  age  of  43,  of  Her  Highness  Parvati  Bayi, 
the  Junior  Ranee,  which  sad  event  took  place  on  the  loth  October,  1893  to  the 
great  grief  of  His  Highness  the  Malm  Rajah,  the  members  of  the  Royal  Family  and 
the  people. 

2.  Her  Highness  was  one  of  the  two  Princesses  adopted  in  1857  with  the 
sanction  of  the  British  Government.

3.  Though  there  are  Chiefs  of  certain  status,  such  as  the  Edapully  and 
Pooniat  Chiefs  &e.,  they  are  not  in  the  position  of  Feudatories  with  anything  like 
State  functions. 


CHAPTER  II. 


ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  LAND. 


LAND  REVENUE. 


6.  Out  of  the  total  grass  demand,  Rs.  1,87,460  had  to  he  remitted  on  account 
of  waste  and  withered  crops.  The  actual  demand  was  thus  Rs.  20,15,280  against 
Rs.  19,00,180  in  the  previous  year.  Rs.  19,05,009  were  collected,  leaving  a 
balance  of  Rs.  1,09,980.  The  percentage  of  collection  to  demand  was  95  against

12.  The  expenditure  under  Land  Revenue  stands  thus : — 


This  slight  decrease  is  due  to  there  having  been  no  occasion  to  pay,  during 
the  year  under  review,  any  portion  of  salary  that  belonged  to  the  year  before,  as 
was ‘the  case  in  1068. 

13.  Deducting  the  expenditure  from  the  receipts,  the  net  revenue  was  Rupees 
15,91,913  against  Rs.  15,08,835.  The  percentage  of  expenditure  to  receipts  after 
allowing  20  per  cent  on  law  and  justice  comes  to  18*04.  The  percentage  is  more 
than  double  the  proportion  of  cost  in  the  Madras  Presidency  which  appears  to  be 
only  7*7  per  cent.  The  reason  for  this  great  disparity  is  not  far  to  seek.  The 

whileSin  the  neighbouring '  Districts  of  Timievelly  and  Malabar  it  is  over  3 
and  2  lacs  respectively.  The  maximum  pay  of  a  Tahsildar  here  according 
to  the  revised  scale  is  not  far  below  that  of  his  brother  officer  in  British  territory. 
Considering  the'diminutive  size  of  a  Ttavaneore  taluq,  which  is  less  than  a  third 
of  a  corresponding  Division  in  the  Madras  Presidency,  the  idea  has  suggested 
itself  of  fusing  some  of  our  talnqs  together  on  completion  of  the  present  Revenue 
Settlement.  When  the  Ayacut-  is  completely  revised  and  the  transactions  with 
the  ryots  are  placed  on  a  thoroughly  sound  footing,  the  Government  would  be  in 
a  position  to  judge  what  talnqs  could  be  amalgamated  with  advantage  to  admi¬ 
nistrative  efficiency  and  public  economy,  and  whether  tho  change  might  not  be 
extended  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Division  Peishcars  who  too  have  far  less  land 
revenue  to  administer  than  officers  of  analogous  position  in  British  India. 

■  14.  As  regards  the  inequality  in  point  of  area  and  revenue  the  one  does  not, 
always  vary  directly  with  the  other,  nor  can  both  by  themselves  form  a  safe 
criterion  by  which  to  judge  the  relative  importance  of  the  administrative  divi¬ 
sions.  In  the  Madras  Presidency  I  find  that  the  area  and  land  revenue  of  the 
Oollectorates  range  from  957  square  miles  and  Rs.  1,37,938  to  17  242  square 
miles  and  Rs.  50,53,322.  1 


•15.  The  two  ^Northern  Divisions,  Quilomaud  Kottayam,  though  much  larger 
in  extent  and  though  yielding  a  larger  revenue  than  the  other  two,  are*  better  off 
in  regard  to  the  administration  of  land  revenue.  Cultivation  there  is  generally 
not  subject  to  the  influence  of  adverse  seasons.  The  taxes  are  more  punctually 
paid  and  the  collection  is  effected  with  far  less  trouble.  The  system  of  remissions 
and  questions  bearing  on  irrigation  and  all  tho  kindred  functions  devolving  on 
the* higher  grade  officers  are  unknown  to  those  Divisions.

76.  The  falling  off  in  the  out-turn  is  ascribed  to  the  registration  work  having 
been  nearly  completed.  There  were  only  486  cases  pending  at  the  close  of  the 
year.  Out  of  262  complaints  receiyed  on  rough  puttaks,  only  27  were  disposed 
of.  This  work  belongs  exclusively  to  the  higher  grade  officers  and  better  atten¬ 
tion  on  their  part  is  called  for. 

77.  Nedumangucl. — The  revised  rates  of  assessment  for  5  villages  of 
Xedumangad  were  sanctioned  in  1068  and  those  for  the  remaining  7  villages 
in  the  year  under  report. 

78.  The  rates  for  the  12  villages  are  as  below 


87.  In  1068,  additional  classifiers  were  provided  for  these  two  taluqs  and 
a  separate  Supervisor  was  appointed  for  Karunagapalli  which  had  till  thou  bean 
included  in  the  Quilon  Range.  This  arrangement  was  in  full  force  in  1060.  The 
out-turn  was  not  only  not  commensurate  with  the  increased  strength  allowed 
but  exhibits  a  fall  which  is  not  accounted  for.  Even  the  result  of  1067,  when  the 
field  party  was  smaller,  does  not  appear  to  have  been  fully  reached.  This  has 
been  pointed  out  to  the  Settlement  Peishcar  in  connection  with  his  quarterly 

88.  The  average  rates  of  out-turn  per  classifier  per  day  were  VS  cases  or  4*2 
numbers  for  Quilon  against  2*5  cases  or  4*5  numbers  in  the  previous  year,  and 
1*5  cases  or  3*6  numbers  against  2*7  cases  or  6*2  numbers  for  Karunagapalli. 

89.  Kalhulctm,  Mrtmiel  and  Vilavenhod. — Registration  was  the  only  work 
attended  to  by  the  field  agency  in  these  taluqs.  The  results  show  a  very  satisfac¬ 
tory  advance  as  below,  though  the  field  establishment  continued  as  before 
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90.  A cyyattinhara .  This  taluq  was  placed  under  a  separate  Supervisor  in 
the  year. 

91.  The  field  operatives  attended  to  registration  with  the  following  results, 
which  do  not  admit  of  fair  comparison  with  those  of  1068,  for  the  reason  that,  in 
the  latter  year,  the  classifiers  were  mostly  occupied  with  field  work,  as  mentioned 
in  the  previous  report: —

91.  The  classification  work  was  completed  in  4  out  of  10  villages  and  the 
remaining  6  villages  were  in  various  stages  of  progress. 

95.  Ampalapuzlut.  This  taluq  was  taken  up  for  operation  in  the  middle  of 
the  year  under  report. 

96.  The  classification  of  properties,  the  enumeration  of  trees  and  dividing 
work  were  attended  to  by  the  field  operatives.

106.  A  diagram  shewing  the  progress  of  work  is  appended. 

107.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  4  taluqs  of  Tovala,  .Agastisvaraui,  Nedumangad 
and  Kartikapalli  which  had  attained  the  stage  of  final  operation  were  advancing 
towards  completion.  It  is  hoped  that  with  the  facilities  afforded  and  all  extra¬ 
neous  pressure  removed  and  with  the  steady  efforts  of  the  Settlement  Peishear 
and  his  Assistants,  the  current  year  will  see  the  close  of  the  work  in  these  taluqs,  so 
far  at  least  as  to  admit  of  the  Settlement  revision  taking  effect  from  the  begiunino- 
of  1071. 

108.  The  progress  of  work  is,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory ;  and  Government 
have  no  doubt  that  the  Settlement  Dewan  Peishear,  with  the”  earnest  interest  lie 
evinces,  will  be  able  to  secure  greater  speed  and  improvement. 

109.  The  policy  indicated  in  the  px-evious  report  of  taking  up  evei-y  taluq 
immediately  it  is  made  over  by  the  Survey  Department  has  been  followed  so 
far  that  work  is  allowed  to  be  started  even  as  individual  villages  arc  ready. 

110.  As  fast  as  the  Survey  operations  are  pushed  on,  the  Settlement  work 
will  expand,  and  if  the  Survey  Superintendent's  forecast  of  completing-  the  survev 
of  the  remaining  taluqs  in  five  years  more,  or  say  in  seven  years  comes  to  be  realis¬ 
ed,  as  the  Government  hope  it  may,  then  the  Settlement  Department  ought  to  be 
able  to  get  through  its  task  in  another  5  or  7  years.

Regulation  II  of  1069.— A  Regulation  to  provide  for  the  better  sanitation  of 
towns,  the  prevention  of  fires  and  the  registration  of  births  and  deaths,  passed  by 
the  Council  on  the  23rd  December  1893,  received  the  assent  of  His  Highness  the 
Maha  Rajah  on  the  25th  January  1894.  Till  then,  there  was  only  a  set  of  rules 
on  the  subject  applicable  to  Trivandrum,  and  even  these  not  having  the  authority 
of  law  could  not  well  be  enforced.  The  present  Regulation  is  generally  based 
on  the  British  enactments,  especially  the  Punjab  Municipality  Act  XX  of  1891. 
The  working  of  the  law  is  entrusted  to  a  Committee  in  each  town,  composed  of 
official  and  non-official  members  with  a  President  as  the  executive  head — all 
appointed  by  Government. 

114.  Five  Bills  were  introduced  during  the  year.  They  were

0  chs.~15  cash  more  than  the  year  before.  This  is  due  to  promotions  among  the 
grades  of  Inspectors  and  to  the  increase  of  pay  (Rs.  100)  given  to  the  Superinten¬ 
dent  having  had  effect  during  11  months  of  the  year.  The  increase  under  other 
heads  is  slight  and  does  not  call  for  any  remark. 


127.  The  cost  of  the  Police  was  2  clis.-l  cash  per  head  of  the  population 
against  2  chs.  in  1068.  The  average  annual  cost  of  a  policeman  was  Rs.  113- 
chs-  6-casli  4  while  it  was  Rs.  110-chs  8-casli  7  in  the  year  preceding.  In 
the  Madras  Presidency  the  average  cost  was  187i  Rs.  or  one  anna  and  j>£  pies 
per  head  of  the  population. 

128.  The  number  of  pensioners  of  the  Madras  Army  who  have  enlisted 

resinned,  one  on  account  of  old  age  and  the  other  with  a  view  to  obtain  appoint¬ 
ment  in  his  own  country,  and  as  many  were  enlisted.  Three  are  Head  Constables 
and  the  rest  Constables.

The  number  of  men  resigned  is  higher  than  last  year  by  12,  but  dismissals, 
discharges  and  desertions  were  smaller.  Mr.  Bensley  writes  “  The  Police  service 
is  unpopular  with  all  who  join  with  the  idea  that  they  are  to  have  a  comfortable 
and  easy  time ;  it  is  unpopular  with  those  who  like  rules  to  be  made  for  show 
and  not  for  application ;  it  is  unpopular  with  those  who  like  to  stay  always  at  or 
close  to  their  own  houses  ;  it  is  unpopular  as  regards  discipline  and  hard  work 
without  commensurate  advantages.  The  greatest  number  of  resignations,  dismis¬ 
sals  and  desertions  are  amongst  those  of  under  one  year’s  service  ;  the  next  under 
two  years’,  while  after  that  period  the  number  is  fairly  level  until  twenty  years’ 
service,  at  which  time  men  do  not  leave  as  they  are  within  near  reach  of  tlieiv 
pensions.  ”  The  increase  of  pay  recently  sanctioned  for  the  constables  and  the 
proposed  exemption  from  contribution  to  the  Superannuation  Fund  will,  it  is 
hoped,  be  some  inducement  for  a  better  class  of  men  to  enlist  in  and  remain  in 
the  force.

145.  No  specific  kinds  of  crime  are  rife  in  special  localities  and  most  offences 
against  property  are  committed  by  habitual  thieves.  During  the  year  a  daring 
case  of  house-breaking  and  theft  was  committed  in  the  Cape  Comorin  pagoda,  and 
nearly  all  its  jewels  to  the  value  of  a  lac  of  Rupees  were  carried  away.  With  the  help 
of  the  British  police  promptly  and  cheerfully  given,  the  offenders,  who  were  mostly 
a  gang  of  Kabulese  from  Northern  India  were  arrested  and  the  case  was  under 
investigation  when  the  year  closed.

There  were  four  cases 
where  the  loss  was  estimated  at  more  than  a  thousand  Rs.,  3  of  which  were 
returned  by  the  Padmanabhapuram  District  and  the  fourth  by  Kottayam.  Of  the 
181  cases  returned  as  true,  161  cases  affecting  1,082  persons  were  brought  to 
trial,  and  19  or  1‘76  per  cent  of  the  number  of  persons  tried  were  convicted,  all 
of  them  being  adult  males.

242.  The  number  of  prisoners  in  custody  under  trial  by  the  Sessions  Courts 
during  the  year  was  276,  including  9  that  remained  at  the  end  of  the  preceding 
year.  Of  these,  the  cases  against  270  were  disposed  of  during  the  year  and  6 
remained  at  its  close.  The  prisoners  under  trial  in  the  Magistrates3  Courts  are 
lodged  in  station  lock-ups  attached  to  those  Courts. 

243.  The  number  of  civil  debtors  in  Jail  amounted  to  313  including  27  that 
remained  in  custody  at  the  commencement  of  the  year.

246.  Five  life-prisoners  including  one  female  were  released  on  remission  of 
sentence ;  four  for  having  borne  a  good  character  during  the  twenty  years  of 
their  incarceration  in  the  Central  Jail.  The  other  was  struck  down  by^paralysis 
and  was,  therefore,  released  on  medical  advice. 

247.  In  the  AUeppey  Jail  no  offence  worthy  of  notice  was  reported.  The

(9)  A  satisfactory  decrease  in  the  number  of  suits  left  undisposed  of  and  a 

regrettable  increase  in  the  arrears  of  old  suits,  exclusively  contributed  by  two 
Courts;  and  ■ 

(10)  An  increase  in  the  number  of  decrees  in  which  full  satisfaction  was 
obtained  through  the  Courts.” 

286.  District  Oma-ts.  There  were  some  temporary  changes  in  the  personnel  of 
the  District  Courts.  Mr.  Padmanabha  Iyer,  District  Judge  of  Quilon,  having  been 
appointed  to  act  as  a  Puisne  Judge  of  the  High  Court  for  a  month,  Mr.  Joseph 
Eapen,  second  Judge,  was  appointed  to  act  as  District  Judge.  Mr.  JaganathaRow 
was  absent-  on  a  few  weeks’  leave  in  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  as  the  result  of 
the  encmiries  into  certain  complaints  against  him,  he  was  suspended  for  4  months 

e  year.  On  both  these  occasions  Mr.  Eapen  acted.  Again,

Trivandrum 
comes  next  and  Parur  the  last.  As  in  the  original  side,  so  also  in  the  appellate, 
Alleppey  maintained  the  highest  position. 

293.  Of  the  62-82  per  cent  of  the  contested  suits  dispose!  of,  only  9-21  per  cent  Duration 
'were  decided  within  3  months,  12  per  cent  took  between  3  and  6  months  and  the  a^k 
remaining  41-61  per  cent,  more  than  6  months. 

Appeals  disposed  of  within  3  months  from  date  of  institution  formed  57-80 
per  cent  of  the  entire  disposal  against  45-66  per  cent,  in  1068. 

Only  88  or  4*14  per  cent  of  the  appeals  disposed  of  remained  on  the  file  for 
more  than  a  year  against  286  or  12'87  per  cent  in  1068.

308.  The  number  of  appeals  in  suits  instituted  by  or  against  Government  was 
25  against  32  in  1068.

15  of  the  suits  were  decreed  in  favour  of  Government  and  4  were 
remanded  to  the  lower  courts  as  compared  with  12  and  3  respectively  in  that  - 


309.  The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  contribution  by  the  several  District 
Courts  to  the  file  of  first  and  second  appeals  in  the  High  Court  in  1068 
and  1069 
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Quilon  is  the  only  court  which  shows  an  increase  of  21  and  30  respectively  in 
its  contribution  to  tbe  file  of  both  first  and  second  appeals.  The  decrease  in  the 
institution  of  second  appeals  is  due  entirely  to  the  small  number  which  came  up 
from  the  Trivandrum  and  Parur  Courts.  As  in  the  year  before,  Alleppey  and 
Trivandrum  contributed  the  largest  share  to  the  'file  of  the  first  appeals.  Alleppey 
again  heads  the  list  in  the  contribution  to  the  file  of  second  appeals. 


310.  The  falling  off  in  the  institution  of  first  appeals  is  exclusively  in  those 
affecting  real  property,  only  60‘12  per  cent  relating  to  such  property  against  70*65 
in  1068.  The  number  of  second  appeals  affecting  property  of  this  description 
was,  however,  the  same  in  both  years  viz.  342.  The  decrease  of  8  in  the  number 
of  second  appeals  instituted  in  tiie  year  is  exclusively  in  those  relating  to  money 
or  personal  property.  The  above  results  are  said  to  be  “  apparently  the  effects  of 
the  Suits  Valuation  Regulation  (IH  of  1068).” 


311.  The  value  of  the  claims  involved  in  the  first  and  second  appeals 
amounted  to  Rs.  2,93,449  and  Rs.  85,345  agamst  Rs.  2,81,512  and  Rs.  98,129  res¬ 
pectively  in  the  previous  year.

312.  Inclusive  of  arrears  and  re-admissions,  the  number  for  disposal  was  455 
first  appeals  and  620  second  appeals.  Of  these,  348  first  appeals  and  518  second 
appeals  were  disposed  of  against  379  and  490  in  1068.  Taking  both  classes  of 
appeals  together,  the  disposals  in  1069  show  a  large  increase  over  any  of  the  past

313.  The  following  is  a  comparative  statement  of  the  general  result  of  the  dis¬ 
posals  during  1068  and  1069  : — 


315.  The  following  statement  compares  the  average  duration  of  first  and 
second  appeals  in  1068  and  1069  : — 


The  duration  of  a  first  appeal  was  4  months  and  20  days  and  of  a  second 
appeal  3  months  and  17  days  against  5  months  and  9  days  and  3  months  and  22 
days  respectively  in  1068.  Excluding  the  delay  in  the  submission  of  findings  by 
lower  courts  in  cases  remanded,  the  result  of  the  year  is  better  than  that  of  the 
preceding  year.  As  regards  the  cases  disposed  of  otherwise  than  on  the  merits 
which  have  a  longer  average  duration  than  those  on  the  merits,  namely  4  months 
and  29  days  and  3  months  and  20  days,  the  High  Court  observe  that  “  these  are 
mostly  cases  hotly  contested  at  the  outset,  but  compromised  or  withdrawn  at  the 
very  last  stage.”  The  ratio  of  these  cases  is  very  small,  being  only  3T6  per  cent 
of  the  first  appeals  and  4*05  per  cent  of  the  second  appeals. 

316.  The  arrears  were  much  smaller  than  at  the  end  of  1068.  107  first  and 
102  second  appeals  remained  for  disposal  against  129  and  121  respectively  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year.  22  (15  first  and  7  second  appeals)  were  of  more  than 
6  months’  standing. 

317.  The  number  of  applications  for  review  of  judgments  received  during  the 
year  amounted  to  30,  and  with  arrears  to  39  against  35  and  38  respectively  in  the 
year  preceding.  All  but  two,  received  in  the  last  week  of  the  year,  were  disposed 


318.  The  number  of  appeals  from  orders  received  linger  Section  557  of  the 
Civil  Procedure  Code  was  30  and  that  for  disposal,  40.  Only  five  remained  undis¬ 
posed  of  when  the  year  ended. 

319.  With  12  miscellaneous  petitions  brought  forward  from  the  previous  year, 
the  number  for  disposal  was  596  of  which  577  were  disposed  of. 

320.  30  applications  for  transfer  of  cases  were  made  by  the  lower  courts  and 
all  but  3  were  disposed  of. 

321.  Two  references  on  matters  connected  with  stamps  were  made  to  the  High 
Court  and  all  were  disposed  of,  including  the  one  pending  at  the  end  of  1068. 

322.  During  the  year  under  report,  4  Civil  Courts  and  14  Criminal  Cotirts 
were  inspected  against  16  and  37  in  1068. 


323.  The  High  Court  issued  during  the  year  9  civil  circulars  and  as  many 
criminal  circulars  on  points  of  law  and  procedure  against  63  and  38  in  the  year 


324.  16  decrees  from  British  Indian  Courts  and  35  decrees  from  Cochin  Courts 
were  received  for  execution  during  the  year  by  the  local  courts  against  17  and  36 
respectively  in  1068.

Hotivitlistanding  the  small  increase  in  tlie  number  of  registered  documents 
during  the  year,  there  ivas  a  decrease  in  their  total  value  owing  to  the  fall  in  the 
values  of  the  principal  classes  of  documents.

Out  of  the  1,27,054  documents  affecting  immovable  property  presented  for 
registration  during  the  year,  37  per  cent  consisted  of  instruments  up  to  50  Rs. 
in  value ;  23  per  cent  of  those  above  Rs.  50  and  not  exceeding  Rs.  100  ;  38  per  cent 
of  those  above  Rs.  100  and  not  exceeding  Rs.  1,000,  and  the  remaining  2  per  cent 
above  Rs.  1,000  in  value.  These  figures  do  not  vary  much  from  the  percentages 
for  1068,  viz.  36,  23,  39  and  2. 

333.  A  satisfactory  improvement  in  the  average  time  taken  to  register  an 
instrument  is  observable  during  the  past  three  years.  It  came  down  to  14  hours 
in  1069  from  19  in  the  previous  year  and  21  in  1067.  88  per  cent  were  registered 
on  the  day  of  presentation,  11  per  cent  within  7  days  and  the  rest  (1  per  cent) 
beyond  that  period;  against  83,  15  and  2  per  cent  respectively  in  1068. 

334.  During  the  year  under  report  28  wills  were  registered  against  17  in  1068.

There  was  only  one  more  appeal  to  the  Huzur  Registrar  than  in  10(58  and 
there  was  a  slight  fall  in  the  number  of  Registrations  ordered  on  appeal  by  the 
Zillah  Courts.  The  number  of  cases  of  refusal  to  register  was  5  more  than  in  the 
previous  year.  They  were  mostly  due  to  legal  incompetency  and  non-appearance 
of  the  executants. 

886.  The  total  number  of  instruments  for  registration  during  the  year-  was 
1,30,192  including  those  which  remained  unregistered  at  the  close  of  1068.

339.  The  Registry  offices  were  visited  by  the  Inspectors  6  times  on  an  average 
against  7  in  the  previous  year.

DESTRUCTION  OP  WILD  ANIMALS  (1893-94). 

300.  From  tlie  accounts  kept  in  the  Huzur  Treasury  of  the  rewards  paid  for 
the  destruction  of  wild  and  dangerous  animals,  it  is  found  that,  during  the  year, 
22  royal  tigers,  79  cheetahs  and  3  crocodiles  were  killed.  The  rewards  paid 
amounted  to  Us.  1,594.  Besides  this  sum,  Rs.  119  were  spent  on  account  of 
rewards  for  the  killing  of  rabid  dogs  in  Trivandrum,  Allcppey,  Kottayain  and 
Padtnanabhapuram. 

361.  No  returns  are  received  of  snakes  killed  and  no  rewards  are  paid  by  the 
•State.  Nor  are  the  returns  of  elephants  killed  available,  but  22  licenses  were 
issued  in  1069  to  shoot  22  elephants,  of  which  4  were  returned  to  be  cancelled  or 
for  extension  of  the  period. 


CHAPTER  IY. 

PRODUCTION  AND  DISTRIBUTION. 

SEASON  AND  RAINFALL  (1893-94). 

302.  Except  in  the  two  Northern  (Quilon  and  Kottayam)  Divisions,  the  season 
was  generally  unfavorable  owing  to  scanty  monsoons.  The  Southern  and  the- 
Trivandrum  Divisions  suffered  from  failure  of  crops  and  from  scarcity  of  drinking- 


Tiio  total  receipts  thus  amounted  to  Rs.  4,57,685  or  Rs.  1,10,002  less  than 
the  previous  year.  The  receipts  from  the  direct  sale  of  timber  in  logs  fell  to  the 
extent  of  Rs.  57,900,  from  seigniorage  to  Rs.  2,360,  from  the  depflts  to  Rs.  50,580 
and  recoveries  from  advances  to  Rs.  1,009.  Of  the  7  depfits,  Perukata  alone 
returned  an  increase  of  Rs.20,959.  The  miscellaneous  receipts  rose  by  Rs.  1,846. 

The  Conservator  attributes  the  decline  in  the  revenue  to  the  following 
causes  :  {1)  smaller  deliveries  and  sales  of  teak  and  blackwood  in  the  water-depdts; 
(2)  poor  prices  obtained  by  throwing  a  large  quantity  of  rejected  teak  on  the 
market  beyond  the  requirements  of  the  public;  (3)  partial  discontinuance  of  the 
auction  system  at  the  land-depOts ;  (4)  scarcity  in  British  India  which  is  the 
principal  market  for  onr  timber. 

.  877.  The  exclusive  system  of  selling  timber  in  a  lump  bv  public  auction  was 

f°nnd  ^  work  a  hardship  on  poor  people  standing  in  need"  of  materials  for  their 
own  building  purposes,  and  daily  sales  were  arranged  for  to  meet  individual 
requirements.  In  the  depdt  at  Perukata  uear  the  capital,  the  arrangement  was 
started  early  and  the  result  was  a  success  financially. 


43  per  cent  of  the  entire  trade  was  by  sea,  40  by  backwater  and  17  by  land 
against  48,  33  and  19  per  cent  respectively  in  the  year  previous.  The  backwater 
trade  was  2  per  cent  more  than  last  year.  It  goes  mostly  to  British  Cochin. 
The  export  trade  has  more  than  recovered  itself.  There  was  an  increase  of 
Rs.  5,14,205  in  its  value  against  a  decline  of  Rs.  3,21,327  recorded  in  1063.  The 
imports  which  in  that  year  were  better  than  in  1067  by  so  large  a  sum  as 
Rs.  16,83,707  show  a  further  improvement  this  year-  of  Rs.  9,72,146. 

The  excess  of  exports  over  imports  is  what  represents  the  normal  condition 
of  trade  not  only  of  Travancore  but  of  India  as  a  whole. 

393.  The  following  statement  shows  separately  the  percentage  of  the  exports 
and  imports  to  the  total  of  each  carried  by  the  several  routes,  as  compared  with 
1068 : — 


394.  The  staples  of  the  export  trade  are  compared  in  the  table  below  for  the 


-coeoanuts, '  arecanuts,  coffee,  jaggery,  salt-fish,  timber,  pepper  and  cardamoms 
declined  by  36’S,  2T3,  8'8,  3'2,  34-5,  "8,  ’6,  32'6,  4'5  per  cent  respectively.  The 
falling  off  in  the  trade  in  cocoanuts  is  partly  accounted  for  by  the  larger  quantity 
-of  copra  and  cocoanut  oil  exported.  •  The  decline  in  coffee  is  small  and  is  due 
either  to  reduced  production  or  to  some  of  the  produce  being  reserved  for  future 
export,  as  is  probably  the  case  with  cardamoms,  the  produce  of  which  was 
larger  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  increase  in  the  exports  of  tea  is  marked. 

The  produce  of  the  coeoanut  tree  still  continues  to  take  the  lead  iu  the 
■export  trade  being  nearly  54  per  cent  of  the  whole. 

395.  The  destination  and  extent-  of  the  trade  in  copra,  coir,  coir-fibre,  cocoa- 
nut  oil,  pepper,  coffee,  jaggery,  timber  and  tea  are  shown  below  : —

399.  During  the  year  the  Import  Tariff  was  revised  and  published  in  con¬ 
formity  with  the  provisions  of  the  Trade  Convention. 


THE  PUBLIC  WOBKS  DEPAETMENT.  (1893-94.) 


400.  The  expenditure  under  the  head  of  Public  Works  amounted  during  the 
year  under  report  to  Bs.  14,43,373  against  Bs.  15,05,578  in  1068.  Of  the  sum 
spent,  Bs.  9,75,715  were  by  the  Chief  Engineer’s  Department  and  Bs.  4,67,658 
by  the  several  Maramat  Agencies. 


401.  The  percentage  of  expenditure  on  Public  Works  to  the  total  revenue  of 
the  State  was  1670  against  17-88.  This  was  due  (1)  to  the  revenue  itself  being 
higher  than  in  the  preceding  year,  (2)  to  a  reduction  in  the  allotment  and  (3)  in 
some  measure  to  the  allotment  not  having  been  so  fully  utilised  as  in  tbe  previous 
year.  The  last  two  causes  will  be  noticed  later  on. 


Tbe  Chief  Engineer’s  Department  will  first  be  reviewed  as  usual. 


The  Chief  Engineer’s  Department. 


402.  Mr.  A.  H.  Jacob,  Chief  Engineer,  remained  on  furlough  for  the  first  7 
months  of  the  year  and  on  his  return  resumed  charge  of  the  Department  from 
Mr.  G.  T.  Walch  on  the  12th  March  1894.  During  his  brief  connection  with  the 
Department,  Mr.  Walch,  as  mentioned  in  the  report  for  1068,  rendered  valuable 
service  in  the  investigation  of  some  irrigation  projects  in  South  Travancore  and 
on  liis  recommendation,  the  Kotayar  Project,  strongly  advocated  by  Mr.  A.  H. 
Jacob  for  several  years  past,  was  finally  resolved  on. 


403.  The  Budget  allotment  first  sanctioned  for  the  year  was  Bs.  13  lacs  includ¬ 
ing  a  special  grant  of  2  lacs  of  rupees  for  the  Irrigation  Project  in  South  Travancore. 
As  the  year  advanced,  however,  it  was  found  that  but  a  very  small  fraction  of 
the  2  lacs  could  be  utilised  owing  to  unavoidable  delay  in  tbe  submission  of  re¬ 
gular  designs  and  estimates.  A  revision  of  the  Budget  became  necessary  for  this 
reason  and  also  on  account  of  the  change  found  desirable  in  the  practice  of  dealing 
with  urgent  estimates  outside  the  Budget  by  drawing  upon  either  general  savings 
or  funds  belonging  to  budgetted  works  which  remain  unexecuted  owing  to  delay 
in  the  assumption  of  land  or  other  causes,  the  amount  in  either  case  not  being 
regularly  surrendered.  The  Budget,  revised  accordingly  and  sanctioned,  amount¬ 
ed  to  Bs.  11,05,000  of  which  Bs.  5,000  was  allotted  to  the  Project.  The  year’s 
•allotment  was  thus  Bs.  45,000  less  than  that  of  1068. 


404.  Against  the  allotment  of  Bs.  11,05,000,  the  amount  drawn  by  the  Chief 
Engineer  was  Bs.  10,51,62o  of  wnich  only  Bs.  9,75,715  were  actually  expended 
during  the  year,  leaving  Bs.  75,910  under  cash  balance,  advances,  stock,  &o. 
Including  tbe  75,910  Bs.,  the  unexpended  balance  out  of  the  allotment  was 
Bs.  1,29,285  which  represents  a  percentage  of  117  on  that  allotment.  This  is  by 
far  in  excess  of  tbe  unexpended  balance  of  the  previous  year  which  was  only  4'41 
per  cent.  This  result  is  to  be  regretted,  though  the  Chief  Engineer  assigns  reasons 
exonerating  his  Department.  Much  stress  is^laid  on  the  dilatoriness  in  the  as¬ 
sumption  of  land.  Mr.  Jacob  observes,  alluding  to  tbe  recent  Land  Acquisition 
Begulation,  ‘  as  a  matter  of  fact  though  the  land-owners  are  certainly  benefited, 
the  delays  in  procuring  ground  for  Public  Works  are  infinitely  greater  than 
before.’  No  doubt  tbe  procedure  under  the  present  law  is  elaborate  but  it  cannot 
be  helped  in  the  interests  of  vested  rights.  The  time  consumed  in  given  cases 
might,  to  a  large  extent,  be  made  up  for  by  requisitions  being  ppt  forward  and 
attended  to  early  enough  with  reference  to  the  provisions  of  the  Begulation- 


409.  Tlie  outlay  under  each  of  the  main  heads  will  now  be  briefly  noticed. 

410.  The  total  expenditure  under  the  head  of  communications  amounted  to 
Ka.  3,92,084  ot  Rs.  2,71,633  on  repairs  and  Rs.  1,20,461  on  original  works  against- 
&s’  4,64,680  or  Rs.  2,96,290  on  repairs  and  Rs.  1,68,390  on  original  works  in  the 
year  1068.  It  represents  47-61  per  cent  of  the  total  outlay  on  works. 

411.  OntofRs.  2,71,633  expended  on  repairs  to  1  Communications,’  roads 
absorbed  Rs.  2,31,979  of  which  Rs.  2,08,762  were  devoted  to  the  mainte¬ 
nance  of  public  highways,  Rs.  6,022  to  traces,  Rs.  16,218  to  village  roads  and  the 
remaining  Rs.  977  to  special  repairs. 

412.  The  total  length  of  public  roads  maintained  during  the  year  was  1,773 
miles  against  1,733  in  the  previous  year.  The  difference  between  the  two  figures 
(40  miles)  represents  chiefly  the  length  of  roads  completed  and  brought  under 
maintenance  during  tho  year.  It  includes  also  7  miles  of  road  found  to  be  in 
excess  of  old  measurements.  The  average  cost  of  maintenance  was  Rs.  117f  per 
mile  or  almost  the  same  as  in  1068. 

413.  The  1,773  miles  of  roads  stand  distributed  over  the  several  divisions  as 
shewn  in  the  following  table 


It  will  he  observed  from  the  above  statement  that  the.  cost  of  maintenance 
was  the  highest  in  the  Southern  Division.  This  is'  apparently  due  to  tho  very 
heavy  wheeled  traffic  in  that  Division.  « 

414.  As  regards  the  condition  of  the  roads,  the  'Chief  Engineer  remarks “  The ' 
Iravancore  roads  are  on  the  whole  kept  in  excellent  order  and  every  credit  is  due 
to  the  department  for  such  a  satisfactory  state  of  affairs.  There  is  much  to  be 
contended  with  owing  to  the  limited  allotments,  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  good 
surfacing  material,  the  excessive  dampness  of  some  districts  and  the  dryness  of 
others  and  the  remoteness  and  imhealthiness  of  many  districts,  rendering  it  very 
difficult  to  secure  full  attention  to  maintenance.  Individual  cases  no  doubt  arise 
where  failures  occur,  but  they  are  few  and  are  easily  accounted  for.  As  I  have 
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“  said  before,  there  are  few  instances  where  the  roads  in  charge  of  this  department, 
even  in  remote  districts,  canDot  he  traversed  by  a  spring  carriage  during  the 
year  with  reasonable  comfort.”  Decisive  steps  were  taken  in  the  year  to  give 
effect  to  the  views  recorded  in  the  last  report  od  the  'improvement  and  extension 
of  the  road  system  in  the  interior  parts  of  North  Travancore.  The  estimate 
sanctioned  for  important  bridges  and  other  works  in  this  connection  belong  to  the 
current  year. 

415.  The  length  of  traces  for  new  roads  opened  and  conserved  by  the  ten* 
department  was  380  miles  and  the  average  cost  of  their  maintenance  was  Rs.  12J 

per  mile  against  376  miles  and  Rs.  12J  per  mile  in  the  foregoing  year.  999| 
miles  of  village  roads  were  also  maintained  during  the  year  at  a  cost  of  Rs.  16^ 
per  mile  against  990  miles  maintained  at  19J  Rs.  per  mile  in  1068. 

416.  Repairs  to  bridges  and  culverts  absorbed  Rs.  8,801  or  Rs.  1,841  more 
than  in  the  year  1068,  the  outlay  being  principally  on  the  repair  and  renewal  of 
the  old  wood-work  of  existing  structures.  A  sum  of  Rs.  1,409  was  expended 
under  this  head  on  xxrgent.  repairs  to  the  wooden  platform  of  the  Kuzhittura 
bridge  to  render  the  structure  safe  for  traffic  until  the  iron  flooring  (which  will 
he  noticed  under  the  head  of  original  works)  could  be  laid. 

417.  On  repairs  to  canals,  the  expenditure  amounted  to  Rs.  30,853  against  guwu 
Rs.  28,012.  A  little  more  than  one  half  of  this  or  Rs.  17,206  was  incurred  on 

the  usual  maintenance  and  Rs.  18,647  on  special  repairs.  The  former  calls  for 
no  remark.  Under  the  latter,  the  principal  work  was  the  construction  of 
masonry  revetments  on  the  sides  of  the  Varkala  barrier  canal.  This  work  was 
originally  undertaken  from  the  maintenance  grant,  but  as  this  was  not  sufficient, 
special  estimates  had  to  be  sanctioned.  It  would  perhaps  have  been  more 
appropriate  to  class  the  work  under  “  Originals ;  ”  but  as  it  was  started  from  the 
maintenance  grant,  the  Chief  Engineer’s  classification  has  been  allowed  to  stand. 
Including  an  expenditure,  of  Rs.  9,830  during  the  year,  the  work  has  absorbed 
a  sum  of  Rs.  18,967  against  sanctioned  estimates  to  the  extent  of  Rs.  28,049. 

418.  The  construction  and  improvement  of  roads  absorbed  Rs.  80,659.  This  origimt 
expenditure  was  apportioned  among  the  four  territorial  divisions  as  follows  : —

439.  Including  a  sum  of  Rs.  1,873  on  account  of  the  Supernumerary  Ii'stablish- 
s,"ncnt  ment,  the  charges  under  the  head  of  Permanent  Establishment  amounted  to 
Rs.  1,20,199,  or  14-59  per  cent  on  the  actual  expenditure  ■  on  works  against 
Rs.  94,239  or  9*93  per  cent  in  the  preceding  year,  the  increase  as  already  observ¬ 
ed  being  due  to  the  revised  scale  of  establishment  sanctioned.

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443.  On  irrigation  works,  the  expenditure  amounted  to  Es.  56,417,  of  which 
Rs.  13,972  were  spent  on  repairs  and  Es.  42,445  on  original  works. 


There  were  a  few  wells  on  the  side  of  the  main  southern  road  from  Trivan¬ 
drum  to  the  Aramboly  frontier  which  carries  a  very  extensive  traffic,  and  as  a 
measure  of  relief  to  the  travelling  public,  arrangement  was  made  during  the  year 
to  construct  wells  along  the  line,  which  with  those  now  existing  would  form  a 
string  of  wells  at  intervals  of  about  5  miles.  A  sum  of  Es.  5,137  was  accordingly 
sanctioned  for  the  construction  of  8  new  wells  at  the  12th,  20th,  25th,  BOfch,  85th, 
40th  and  45th  miles  and  one  at  Muppaotal  near  the  frontier  and  for  repairs  to 
three  existing  wells  on  the  roadside  which  were  out  of  order.  The  expenditure 
incurred  on  these  during  the  year,  out  of  the  sanctioned  amount,  was  Rs.  1,9t57" 
Wells  were  also  partially  or  wholly  constructed  during  the  year  at  the  Ivarmgal 
market  and  in  the  Neyyoor  Mission  Hospital  compound.  These  absorbed  Rs.  538 
out  of  a  total  estimate  amount  of  Rs.  1,434.  Rs.  3,311  were  expended  under  the 
head  of  sundry  works  in  laying  out  the  grounds  and  roads,  constructing  a  tank 
and  other  minor  works  at  His  Highness  the  Maha  Rajah’s  golf  ground  at  Oolan- 


455.  The  cost  of  the  permanent  establishment  amounted  to  Es.  29,330  and  is 
5-70  per  cent  on  the  outlay  on  works,  against  8  65  per  cent  in  the  preceding  year.  »«.*.

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458.  The  subjoined  statement  exhibits  in  detail  the  working  of  the  Anchal 
Department  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year : — 
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The  number  of  private  covers  was  9,56,777  against  8,98,381  in  the  previous 
year  shewing  an  increase  of  58,396  covers.  Of  these,  there  were  2,54,887  Anohal 
cards  or  26,150  more  than  in  1068. 


There  was  a  falling  off  of  28,334  official  covers,  mostly  under  the  head  of 
‘  Government  Gazettes.’ 

459.  The  total  collections  on  private  covers  including  miscellaneous  receipts  in 
the  year  were  Rs.  40,165,  against  Rs.  38,877  in  the  preceding  year. 

Inclusive  of  postage  chargeable  on  official  covers,  the  total  earnings  of  the 
Department  amounted  to  Rs.  2,49,256  against  Rs.  2,48,746  in  1068. 

460.  The  cost  of  the  Department  for  the  year  was  Rs.  53,006  against 
Rs.  54,988  during  the  previous  year.  • 


CHAPTER 


461  Deducting  tlie  expenditure  from  the  total  earnings  of  the  Department- 
including  the  postage  on  official  copers,  we  have  the  following  result  as  compared 
with  1068 : — 


462.  There  were  at  the  close  of  1068,  eight  hundred  miles  of  mail  communi¬ 
cation.  A  branch  line  from  Adur  to  Chengannur — a  distance  of  16  miles,  was 
opened  during  the  year,  making  in  all  a  total  of  816  miles. 


463.  The  speed  of  the  mail  on  the  main  and  branch  lines  was  nearly  the  same 
as  in  1068,  being  5§  and  5J  miles  per  hour  respectively  on  the  southern  and 
northern  sections  of  the  main  line  and  between  4  and  Sf  miles  an  hour  on  the 
branch  lines. 

464.  Of  offences  relating  to  the  Department  there  were  six  cases  in  which 
criminal  prosecutions  were  ordered.  In  two  cases,  the  accused  were  convicted 
and  in  two,  discharged.  The  remaining  cases  were  pending  disposal  at  the  close 
of  the  year. 

465.  At  the  end  of  1068,  there  were  in  all  35  new  buildings  completed  for 
Anchal  offices.  In  the  course  of  the  year  3  were  added.  There  are  yet  41 
stations  to  be  constructed  on  the  standard  plan. 

466.  A  small' increase  of  pay  was  given  to  67  Anchal  Masters  and  15  Clerks. 

467.  The  strength  of  the  Department  was  slightly  augmented  by  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  9  delivery  peons  and  4  runners  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  service. 

468.  The  practice  hitherto  followed  of  charging  paid  articles  posted  in  any 
Post  Office  outside  Travancore  and  transferred  from  any  British  Post  Office 
within  Travancore  for  delivery  through  the  Anchal,  was  abolished  as  a  measure  of 
relief  to  the  public.

MISCELLANEOUS  REVENUE. 

473.  This  major  head  is  composed  of  several  items  of  a  fluctuating;  character

474.  Keeping  in  view  the  suggestions  contained  in  the  review  of  the  last 
report,  the  treatment  of  the  items  under  this  major  head  has  received  attention 
and  they  have  been  reduced  to  ten,  adjustments  and  transfers  of  entries  being 
made  as  far  as  practicable. 


489.  The  actual  sale  proceeds,  however,  amounted  to  Rs.  3,39,724- Ans.  2-P.  4., 
the  difference  of  Rs.  5-Ans.  14-P.  4  being  sale  proceeds  of  1068  paid  into 
the  Treasury  and  credited  in  1069.

The  exports  yielded  97  per  cent  of  the  aggregate  receipts  under  Exports  and 
Imports,  against  98  per  cent  in  1068.

VITAL  STATISTICS  AND  MEDICAL  SERVICES. 


SANITARY  STATISTICS  GENERAL  (1893-94). 

574.  In  the  absence  of  an  agency  for  the  registration  of  vital  statistics  in  the 
country,  the  information  given  raider  this  head  in  the  report  for  1068  is,  ns 
observed  by  the  British  Resident  in  his  review,  of  little  value. 

575.  Government  have  tinder  consideration  a  scheme  for  the  registration  of 
births  and  deaths  throughout  the  State,  and  they  hope  ere  lone  to  ovtend  to  all 
parts  of  the  country  the  registration  of  such  statistics,  which  is  now  carried  on 
in  some  of  the  principal  towns,  under  the  Towns  Improvement  and  Conservancy 
Regulation  II  of  1069. 

576.  The  particulars  in  regard  to  public  health,  which  found  a  place  under  this 
section  in  the  report  for  last  year,  will  be  given  under  “  Medical  Relief,”  as  they 
relate  only  to  oases  treated  by  the  Sircar  Agency. 

577.  The  following  table  gives  the  vital  statistics  for  the  town  of  Trivandrum, 
where  alone  they  have  been  recorded,  but  only  for  the  last  three  months  of  the 
year  in  so  far  as  births  are  concerned  : — 
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578.  AYitli  the  organisation  of  Towns  Improvement  Committees  in  Nagercoil, 
Quilon,  AUeppey  and  Kottayam,  effected  under  a  special  Regulation,  such  statistics 
will  be  available  for  those  towns  for  the  current  year. 


VACCINATION  (1893-94). 


579.  Tlic  9  vaccinators  temporarily  employed  in  1068  were  retained  during' 
the  year  under  review  in  tlieir  temporary  capacity.  The  services  of  a  permanent 
vaccinator  attached  to  the  Vaccine  Shed  at  the  capital  were  dispensed  with,  the 
appointment  not  being  necessary  any  longer.  The  staff  was  thus  reduced  to  58 
working  vaccinators,  exclusive  of  the  4  inspecting  officers,  viz.  the  Superintendent, 
the  two  Inspectors  and  the  Head  Vaccinator. 

580.  The  following  table  shews  in  one  view  the  result  of  the  working  of  the 
department  compared  with  the  previous  year  : — 


The  aggregate  number  of  operations  performed  during  the  year  amounted  to 
1,04,578 — the  largest  on  record  in  the  Department,  showing  an  increase  of  26,578 
over  the  figure  for  1068.  The  Superintendent  of  Vaccination  is  of  opinion  that 
this  large  excess  was  due  to  the  great  prevalence  of  small-pox  in  the  year.  The 
people  in  the  interior  of  the  country  have  yet  to  be  educated  to  appreciate  the 
benefits  of  the  prophylactic.  Their  fear  of  small-pox  appears  to  be  lulled  when 
the  disease  is  not  prevalent  in  their  villages.  For  three  consecutive  months 
of  the  year,  the  Superintendent  with  a  special  staff  of  vaccinators  moved  about 
the  taluqs  of  Ohanganachery,  Kottayain  and  Tiruvalla  where  small-pox  was  rao-ing

The  increase  is  greatest  among  Christians,  and  this  is  stated  to  be  due  to  the 
out-break  of  small-pox  in  the  taluqs  of  Changanachery,  Tiriwalla-  and  Kottayam, 
where  Christians  mostly  abound.  The  same-  reason  is  ascribed  for  the  increase 
among  Malayalee  Sudras  who  are  reported  to  be  generally  indifferent  to  the 
benefits  of  vaccination.  A  notable  improvement  is  also  found  in  the  number  of 
the  lower  classes  operated  upon.  The  decline  in  the  number  of  Brahmins  vacci¬ 
nated  during  the  year  under  report  and  the  previous  one  is  attributed  to  an 
unusually  large  number  having  been  operated  on  in  1067,  during  an  out-break  of 
small-pox  at  Trivandrum.  The  Mahomedans  too  show  a  falling  off.  In  1068 
several  of  this  section  of  the  community  were  vaccinated  at  Edava,  Paravur  South 
and  Qnilon,  during  the  epidemic  in  those  parts.

586.  The  propagation  of  animal  lymph  was  maintained  continuously  throughout 
the  year.

587.  Glycerine  vaccine  was  prepared  largely  diming  the  year  and  issued  to  the 
small-pox-stricken  districts,  where  large  numbers  were  vaccinated  daily  with  the 
“paste.”  It  was  also  prepared  in  small  quantities  throughout  the  year  and 
supplied  to  medical  officers  and  vaccinators.  The  .Superintendent  reports  that  the 
people  took  very  kindly  to  the  glycerine  paste,  preferring  it  greatly  to  the  lanoline

588.  Lanoline  vaccine  is  stated,  ho-wever,  to  pos 
the  fresh  animal  lymph  for  a  much  longer  time,  ar 
kept  in  the  Central  Dep6t  for  inoculating  calves.

CONSERVANCY  DEPARTMENT  (1893-94.) 


590.  Dunne*  the  year  nuclei'  report,  the  Conservancy  Department  at  Trivandrum 
continued  in  the  charge  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  up  to  Pangoony  (March),  when 
the  Towns  Improvement  and  Conservancy  Regulation  (II  of  1069)  was  brought 
into  force  there,  and  the  Department  made  over  to  a  Committee  duly  constituted 
under  that  Regulation. 

596.  The  new  law  having  been  declared  applicable  late  in  the  year,  no  change 
was  made  either  in  the  Committee’s  establishment  or  the  Conservancy  staff. 

-"'97  The  Sanitary  Committee  held  in' all  5  meetings  during  the  year.  The 
sanitation  of  the  town  was  well  maintained  and  received  the  special,  attention  of 

598  In  the  year  under  report,  two  important  State  ceremonies — Mnrajepani 
and  Hiranyagarbhom — covering  over  a  period  of  two  months  were  celebrated  at 
the  capital,  which  taxed  to  the  utmost  the  resources  of  the  Department.

In  addition  to  the  Durbar  Physician,  the  staff  at  the  end  of  1069  consisted  of 
2  Assistant  Surgeons ;  4  Sub- Assistant  Surgeons,  9  Apothecaries,  8  first  class, 

18  second  class  and  9  third  class  Assistant  Apothecaries — 51  in  all.  There  were 
also  30*compounders,  2  matrons  for  the  Maternity  Hospitals,  22  licensed  roidwives 
and  27  sick  nurses  in  the  service  of  the  State. 

606.  Three  new  dispensaries  were  opened  during  the  year,  viz.  at  Colachel,  ]los!iiti|i. 
Vaikam  and  Farm-  North.  These  dispensaries  formed  part  of  the  four  sanc¬ 
tioned  in  1068,  one  of  which  only  was  opened  in  that  year.  Exclusive  of  the 
special  institutions  (the  Lunatic  Asylum,  the  Central  Jail  Hospital  and  the  Mater¬ 
nity  Hospitals  at  Quilon  and  Trivandrum),  the  State  medical  institutions  consisted 

of  14  hospitals  and  18  dispensaries.  Of  the  hospitals,  five  were  of  the  first  class, 
five  of  the  second  and  four  of  the  third.  In  many  of  the  dispensaries  beds 
and  dieting  are  provided  for  a  small  number  of  in-patients.

The  increase  in  the  General  Hospital 
is  stated  to  have  been  due  to  an  unhealthy  season  and  to  the  prevalence  of 
cholera,  small-pox  and  fever  at  the  capital.  The  large  increase  of  out-patients 
at  Kozkaneheri  vras  caused  by  an  epidemic  of  small-pox  and  fever. 

There  was  considerable  falling  off  in  the  numbers  treated  at  Pachnanabha- 
pnram  and  Shertallay.  At  the  former  the  public  health  was  good  and  the 
opening  of  the  dispensary  at  Colachel  drew  away  some  who  previously  used 
to  resort  to  Padmanabhapuram  for  treatment.

631.  Cholera  prevailed  with  unusual  severity  during  the  year.  2,292  cases  are 
returned  as  being  treated  by  the  Medical  Department  with  a  mortality  of  1,142, 
as  against  1,168  with  44-5  deaths  ill  1068.  The  ratio  of  deaths  in  the  year  was 
■44  per  mille  compared  with  '19  per  mille  the  previous  year.  The  'epidemic  was 
distinctly  traced  to  importation.  In  December  1893  cholera  was  prevalent  in  the. 
neighbouring  District  of  Tiimevelly  and  the  first  case  occurred  at  Kottar  in  South 
Travancore,' whence  the  disease  unfortunately  spread  all  over  South  Travancore 
in  spite  of  prompt  and  steady  efforts  to  arrest  its  progress. 

A  quarantine  was  placed  at  Nemam,  but  as  the  disease  had  already  shown 
itself  in  the  capital  it  was  found  useless.  At  Trivandrum  298  deaths  occurred  in 
all. 

The  usual  sanitary  precautions  were  taken  and  the  officers  of  the  Medical  and 
Snnitarv  Denartraents  snared  no  pains  to  check  the  ravages  of  the  disease.  Three 
assistant  apothecaries  with  a  compounder  for  each  were  detailed  for  special  duty 
in  Trivandrum  alone.  But  for  these  prompt  measures  it  is  feared  the  mortality 
would  have  been  much  greater. 

The  epidemic  soon  spread  north  of  the  capital  and  the  whole  of  North  Tra¬ 
vancore  was  also  affected.  Cholera  was  also  imported  into  Punalnr  and  other 
places  in  the  vicinity  from  Sheiicottah  on  the  British  frontier.

VETERINARY  HOSPITAL  (1893-94.) 

640.  The  usual  return  of  animals  treated  in  the  hospital  during  1069  is  given 
in  the  Appendix.  The  total  number  of  cases  that  came  under  treatment  in  the 
year  was  252  against.  240  in  1068  and  233  in  1067. 

641 .  Of  the  number  admitted,  157  were  in-patients  and  95  out-patients  against. 
128  and  112  respectively  in  1068.  235  cases  were  discharged  and  6  relieved, 
one  was  discharged  as  incurable  and  6  died.  There  thus  remained  4  cases  under 
treatment  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

642.  Five  cases  of  tumor  were  operated  upon,  and  one  horse,  one  pony, 
2  bnlls,  5  buffaloes,  one  sheep  and  one  goat  were  gelded.  The  operations  were 
all  successful.  No  case  of  contagious  disease  came  up  for  treatment  during 

643.  The  cases  charged  for  -were  as  usual  a  few  in  number  and  the  fees  re¬ 
covered  amounted  to  Rs.  97  against  Rs.  66  chs.  7  in  1068. 

644.  The  steady  increase  exhibited  every  year  in  the  number  of  admissions 
testifies  to  the  fact  that  the  institution  is  turning  out  good  work  and  that  it 
continues  to  be  popular. 


The  basis  of  classification  adopted  in  the  above  table  is  substantially  the  same 
as  that  employed  in  last  year’s  report :  Government  and  aided  private  institutions 
being  the  equivalent  of  the  “  public  ”  institutions  in  British  India,  while  ^  unaided 
private  institutions  correspond  to  the  class  known  elsewhere  as  “  private  ”  institu¬ 
tions.  It  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  make  in  this  way  a  clear  distinction 
between  private  schools  which  are  aided  and  those  which  are  unaided.  Such  dis¬ 
tinction  is  necessary  not  only  on  account  of  the  difficulty;  experienced  m  obtaining 
satisfactory  data  for  the  compilation  ot  statistics  relating  to  the  latter  class  of 
schools,  but  also  with  a  mew  to  shewing  more  clearly  the  various  changes  which  may 
in  varying  degrees  affect  the  different  classes  of  institutions. 


The  nomenclature  of  Vernacular  Schools  has  been  slightly  changed.  Higher, 
Middle  and  Lower  have  been  replaced  by  the  terns  High,  Middle,  and  Primary, 
respectively,  and  a  definite  standard  of  instruction  for  each  has  been  fixed.  One 
result  of  these  changes  has  been  that,  with  respect  to  particular  institutions,  then- 
place  in  the  classification  has  been  altered.  Especially  has  this  been  the  case  with 
what  were  formerly  termed  Vernacular  High  Schools.  Most  of  these  are  now 
ranked  as  Vernacular  Middle  Schools. 

646.  As  was  stated  last  year  the  Maha  Rajah’s  High  School'and  College  is 
under  a  Principal ;  the  Sirkar  Girls’  High  School  was  until  the  end  of  the  year 
under  a  Lady  Superintendent ;  and  the  Industrial  School  of  Arts  is  managed  by  a 
Superintendent.  The  Sanskrit  College  which  had  hitherto  been  under  the  general 
control  of  the  Director  of  Vernacular  Education  was  during  the  year  placed  in  the 
independent  charge  of  a  Master  of  Arts  in  Sanskrit  as  Principal.  Por  purposes  of 
administrative  and  inspectional  control,  all  the  remaining  Government  schools 
were,  towards  the  close  of  the  year,  placed  in  charge  of  three  Inspectors  of  Schools, 
directly  responsible  to  Government. 

647.  As  compared  with  the  figures  for  1068,  those  in  the  above  table  shew  that 
there  has  been,  dming  the  year  under  review,  an  increase  of  169  in  the  number  of 
schools,  and  also  an  increase  of  5,074  in  the  number  of  scholars.  The  increment 
has  thus  been  6-8  per  cent  as  regards  schools,  and  4*5  per  cent  as  regards  scholars.

Improvements 
were  effected  in  the  school  buildings  at  Haripad,  Kottar,  and  Kayangulam. 

L  682.  The  amount  collected  as  fees  in  the  District  Schools  during  the  year 
amounted  to  Rs.  21,935-7-1  being  Rs.  4-3-6  less  than  the  fee  collection  of  the 
previous  year.  In  14  of  the  schools,  the  amount  collected  shewed  an  increase 
over  that  of  1068 :  in  the  others  there  is  a  decline.  It  is  noticeable  that  in  some 
of  the  former  cases  the  increased  fee  collections  have  been  made  in  spite  of  a 
lower  attendance,  thus  indicating  fewer  cases  of  default. 

683.  The  amount  expended  during  the  year  on  salaries  of  the  Superintendent, 
office  establishment,  and  the  teachers  in  the  District  Schools  was  Rs.  37,062-2-1. 
being  Rs.  727-27-14  less  than  the  expenditure  of  the  previous  year. 

The  schools  entailing  the  lowest  cost  were  those  of  Tirnvalla.  Ampalapuzha 

The  schools  involving  the  greatest  expenditure  .  were  Quilon,  Kottar, 
Thnekalay,  Shencottah  and  Ohanganachery. 

The  amount  spent  in  connection  with  the  District  schools,  on  buildings, 
furniture  and  repairs  was  Rs.  13,268-2-1.  This  together  with  the  expenditure 
detailed  above  gives  Rs.  50,330-4-2  as  the  total  expenditure  during  the  year. 

Deducting  the  fee  income  the  actual  cost  wa3  Rs.  28,394-25-1  being 
Rs.  9,665-12-7  less  than  the  cost  in  the  previous  year.  The  average  cost  per 
pupil  was,  Rs.  10-3-2,  as  compared  with  Rs.  13-16-10. 

684.  The  Superintendent  remained  in  charge  of  the  District  Schools  until 
the  last  month  of  the  year  now  under  review.  The  number  of  visits  of  inspection 
paid  by  him  during  the  period  he  was  in  charge  is  given  below  : —

701-  During  the  year,  Government  sanctioned  an  extension  of  Miss  Donnelly’s 
engagement  as  Lady  Superintendent,  pending  the  appointment  of  a  successor. 
Application  was  made,  through  the  Government  of  Madras  to  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  India,  for  the  selection  of  a  lady  graduate  of  recognized  ability  and 
experience  to  fill  the  appointment.  The  selection  was  not  made  before  the  close 
of  the  year  under  review. 

Sanskrit  College. 

702.  During  the  year  under  report.  Government  having  resolved  upon  a 
-change  in  tbe  system  of  management  of  the  Sanskrit  College,  the  Director  of 
'Vernacular  Education  was  relieved  of  his  charge  of  the  institution,  and  Mr. 
Rajaraja  Varrna  m.  a.  who  had  hitherto  acted  as  Inspector  of  the  College,  was  ap¬ 
pointed  Principal.  In  this  way  the  institution  is  now  directly  under  Government. 

703.  The  number  on  the  rolls  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  160,  being  an  in¬ 
crease  of  5  as  compared  with  the  strength  at  the  end  of  1068.  Of  these  98  were 
engaged  in  the  study  of  literature,  11  studied  Vyakaranam,  12  Sahithiam,  6 
Tharkoro,  8  Jyotish,  3  Mimamsa  0  Yajur  Ycda  and  9  Rig  Veda.  The  average 
number  on  the  register  was  154. 

704  Distributed  according  to  caste  there  were  125  Smartha  Brahmins,  13 
Pottis,  2  Namburis,  1  Thirumulpad,  12  Rows  and  7  Iyengars. 

705.  During  a  portion  of  the  year,  the  services  of  Ganapati  Sastri,  the 
Headmaster,  were  lent  to  His  Highness  the  Maha  Rajah’s  College,  during  the 
absence  on  leave  of  the  Sanskrit  Pandit  of  that  institution.  A  former  student, 
Mahadeva  Sastri,  was  appointed  Sanskrit  Pundit  in  the  Kottar  High  School. 

706.  During  the  year  under  review  the  Sastri  Test  alone  was  conducted,  as 
there  were  no  candidates  for  the  higher  examinations.  Of  the  14  who  appeared, 
8  passed  ;  one  being  in  the  first  class.  The  failures  were  chiefly  in  Mathematics. 

707.  The  question  of  obtaining  a  suitable  building,  and  of  providing  ad¬ 
ditional  reference  and  other  books  for  the  library  are  matters  which  will  receive 

708.  The  total  cost  of  the  establishment,  including  salaries,  scholarships,  &c. 
amounted  to  Rs.  7,120-15-15.  The  cost  per  pupil  was  thus  Rs.  44-14-1. 


SERVICE  EXAMINATIONS  (1893-94.) 

709.  The  Subordinate  Service  Examioation  was  conducted  during  the  year 
under  review.  406  candidates  appeared  for  the  examination  and  134  or  33  per 
cent  of  the  number  were  successful,  against  20  per  cent  in  the  preceding  year.  Of 
the  successful  candidates  38  were  placed  in  the  first  class  an  d  96  in  the  second  class. 

710.  During  the  year  the  results  of  the  Magistrate’s  Examination  held  in  1068

REGISTRATION  OF  BOOKS  (1893-04.) 

711.  During  the  year  under  report,  17  books  were  registered  for  copyrig 
under  Regulation  II  of  1030  against  14  in  the  year  preceding. 

712.  All  the  17  books  were  in  Malayalam.  Divided  according  to  subjects, 
were  original  dramatic  works,  6  adaptations  and  translations,  and  another 
treatise  on  Hindu  Music.  The  remaining  six  were  educational  works. 

713.  The  more  important  among  the  adaptations  were  those  of  Shakespeare 
*  Othello’  and  1  Cymbeline’  and  the  stories  of  Vikramaditya  and  some  Fairy  Tale 


INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL  OF  ARTS  (1893-94.) 


714.  During  1069  the  staff  of  the  Industrial  school  of  Arts  was  increased,  by 
the  addition  of  a  drawing  teacher  and  also  of  an  instructor  in  carpet  weaving. 
The  number  of  apprentices  remained  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year  :  viz.  27. 

713.  In  the  art  branch  the  apprentices  were  undergoing  preparation  for  ex¬ 
amination  in  November  1894  in  the  following  subjects:  Freehand  Drawing, 
Elementary  and  Intermediate  :  Elementary  Designing,  Painting,  and  Pottery. 
Three  apprentices  continued  to  study  in  the  Photography  class  and  made  con¬ 
siderable  progress  during  the  year. 

716.  In  the  industrial  branch  of  the  school,  two  pugmills  and  seven  lathes 
were  fitted  np  and  were  in  working  order  before  the  end  of  the  year.  The 
means  of  considerably  increasing  the  out-turn  of  work  was  thus  provided.  A 
large  number  of  flooring  tiles,  glazed  jars,  filters  and  ornamental  flower  pots  were 
manufactured  and  sold. 

In  the  carving  department  a  large  picture  frame  ordered  by  His  Highness 
the  Maharajah  was  finished  during  the  year.  The  work  produced  in  this  depart¬ 
ment  shewed  an  increase  as  compared  with  that  of  previous  years. 

No  now  articles  in  lacquer  work  were  made  during  the  year. 

In  metal  work,  a  considerable  number  of  buckles,  necklaces,  brooches  See. 
were  made  and  sold. 

During  the  year,  preparations  were  made  for  the  introduction  of  carpet 
weaving  as  one  of  the  branches  of  industry  taught  in  the  school.  A  number  of 
experiments  were  made  with  the  object  of  ascertaining  how  far  the  plumbago 
from  tlie  Nedumangad  mines  might  be  suitable  for  lead  pencils.  Arrangements 
were  also  in  progress  with  view  to  the  introduction  of  stained  glass  work. 

717.  Tbe  number  of  visitors  during  the  year  was  15,955;  a  considerable  in¬ 
crease  beyond  the  number  of  tbe  previous  years. 

718.  Plans  and  estimates  for  a  new  building  for  tbe  school  were  sanctioned, 
and  the  work  of  erection  was  begun  during  the  year. 


AGRICULTURAL  DEMONSTRATION  FARM  (1894.) 

721.  During  the  year,  Government  had  under  consideration  a  scheme  for  the 
introduction  of  agricultural  education  and  demonstration.  The  measure  which 
was  finally  adopted  included  the  establishment  of  a  farm  near  Trivandrum  for 

and  experiment;  the  employment  of  a  competent 
on  on  the  farm  of  the  most  approved  methods  and 
implements  employed  in  agriculture;  the  demonstration  of  these  to  ryots  and 
others  interested  in  agriculture,  and  the  introduction  of  crops  and  products 
new  to  the  country.  It  is  intended  to  work  the  farm  on  these  lines  for  two  years, 
and  should  its  success  within  that  time,  both  financially  and  as  a  means  of 
demonstration,  he  sufficient  to  warrant  its  continuance,  it  is  further  intended  to 
use  it  as  a  school  of  instruction  in  agriculture.  Government  therefore  intend  that 
the  feasibility  of  practical  instruction  shall  be  ensured  before  any  attempt  at 
theoretical  teaching  is  made.  The  action  taken  towards  the  end  of  the  year  in 
the  above  direction  resulted  in  the  opening  of  a  farm  of  20  acres  on  the  east  side 
of  the  Karamanav  river  near  Trivandrum.  Mr.  B.  S.  Narayanaswamy  Iyer  b.  a. 
who  holds  the  diploma  of  the  Saidapet  College  of  Agriculture,  was  appointed 
Superintendent.  Before  the  close  of  the  year,  the  ground  had  been  cleared  and 
levelled  and  preparations  made  for  cultivation. 

722.  The  country  possesses  remarkable  facilities  for  the  development  of 
agriculture,  and  if,  with  these  facilities  and  with  his  scientific  knowledge,  the 
Superintendent  succeeds  in  working  the  soil  so  as  to  shew  that  a  departure  from 
the  primitive  method  of  culture  is  of  decided  benefit  and  within  the  reach  of  an 
average  farmer,  the  scheme  now  introduced  cannot  fail  to  popularize  itself  and 
lead  to  substantial  progress.

REFORMATORY  SCHOOL  (1893-94.) 

723.  In  accordance  with  Regulation  IV  of  1067,  a  Reformatory  was  established 
in  the  last  month  of  the  year  at  Poojapura  near  Trivandrum.  Mr.  W.  Watts 
who  had  been  sent  to  the  Cbingleput  Reformatory  to  study  its  management, 
was  placed  in  charge.  A  Committee  of  visitors  was  appointed*  consisting  of 
Dr.  E.  Innes;  Messrs.  M.  Ratuaswamy  Iyer;  C.  S.  Boyle;  V.  I.  Keshava  Pillay; 
M.  C.  Neelacunda  Pillay,  and  P.  Ramaswamy  Iyen. 

724.  No  juvenile  offender  was  sentenced  to  detention  in  the  Reformatory 
previous  to  the  close  of  the  year, 

725.  The  amount  expended  in  connection  with  the  institution  was 
Rs.  1,413-17-7,  under  the  head  of  buildings. 


PUBLIC  LECTURE  COMMITTEE  (1893-94.) 

726.  Dr.  A.  W.  Bishop,  Professor  of  Chemistry,  H.  H.  the  Maha  Rajah’s 
Committee  otherwise  remained  unchanged. 


727.  The  number  of  meetings  of  the  Committee  during  the  year  was  5.  The 
number  of  public  lectures  delivered  under  the  auspices  of  the  Committee  was  9. 
This  decrease  in  the  number  was  due  partly  to  a  reduction  resolved  upon  by  the 
Committee  in  the  number  of  Vernacular  lectures  and  also  partly  to  some  gentle¬ 
men  being  unable  to  undertake  lectures  before  the  close  of  the  year.  The  lectures 
were  all  well  attended  and  maintained  the  usual  standard  in  respect  of  quality. 
Of  the  subjects  chosen  4  were  historical,  2  astronomical,  1  biological,  1  ethical 
and  I  literary.

747.  The  work  of  the  Observatory  in  this  department  also  was  carried  on 
without  interruption  during  the  year, 
rainfall  telegram  and  the  monthly 
Meteorological  Department  of  the  Government  of  India.  Weekly  meteorological 
notices  were  published  in  the  Government  Gazette,  and  the  usual  weekly  returns 
of  rainfall  were  sent  to  the  Huznr,  the  Chief  Engineer,  the  Dewan  Peishcar 
and  the  local  Newspaper.

GOVERNMENT  BOOK  DEPOT  (1893-94.) 


751.  The  Book  Depdt  was  transferred  to  the  charge  of  the  Principal  of  the 
College  on  the  1st  Alpasy  1069.  A  number  of  books  from  the  old  stock  of  .the 
former  Book  Dep6t  were  transferred  to  the  new  Depot,  the  remainder  having  been 
sold  by  auction.  A  room  in  the  Preparatory  School  building  was  set  apart  for 
the  Depot.  Arrangements  were  made  with  certain  London  publishers  for  the 
supply  of  educational  publications  direct  and  an  indent  was  forwarded  to  London 
early  in  December. 

In  the  following  statement  of  accounts,  the  stock  transferred  from  the  old 
depot  does  not  appear  as  an  item  in  the  profit  and  loss  accounts.  The  amounts

Iu  the  productive  portion  of  the  Committee’s  work,  a  considerable  amount  of 
translation  has  been  clone.

CHEMICAL  EXAMINER'S  DEPARTMEMT  (1893-94.) 


774.  42  cases  requiring  an  examination  of  133  articles  were  attended  to 
during  the  year  against  36  cases  involving  85  articles  in  the  year  previous.  The 
following  statement  compares  the  analytical  work  done  in  1068  and  1069  : —
